BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

There were many formal hearings at 
the aldermanic meeting last Monday 
evening and only one of real interest, 
that on the subject of police pensions. 
President Carter was in the chair and 
Aldermen Rishop, Bosson, Burr, Cabot, 
Clarke. Converse, Day, Doherty, Holmes 
Hunt, Palmer, Stone, Underwood, Wes- 
ton and White were present. 

The first business of drawing jurors 
for the Superior Court resulted in the 
selection of Clwrlcs W. Florancc West 
Newton, Charles F. Avery. Ncwtonvillc, 
and John W. Blakcncy of Nonantum. 
Alderman Hunt making the drawing. 

No one appeared at the following 
hearings: Mellen Bray to keep gasolene 
at 790 Beacon st., C. B. Fillcbrown to 
remove two trees on Bellevue st., the 
Gas Light Co. for poles on Northgate 
Park, and Newtonville ave., the Tele- 
phone Co. for poles on Bracland ave., 
for attachments on Hawthorne ave., and 
Langley road and to enlarge its Wash- 
ington st. conduit. 

Mr. Louis F. Abbott protested against 
a sewer in Ossipee road and Shawmut 
park unless it was demanded by the 
Board of Health. 

Mr. Henry Haynie, Commander of 
Charles Ward Post, G. A, R., appeared 
at the hearing on the petition for ac- 
ceptance of the act authorizing the 
granting of police pensions and spoke 
as follows : — 

The subject of pensions, that is to 
say, the providing for the future of those 
who are faithful in civic as well as in 
military employment, is one which long 
since attracted attention in Europe, and 
is now being pondered over in this coun- 
try to a marked degree. Pensions are 
assured to all branches of National, 
State and Town civil employes almost 
everywhere in the Old World, and it is 
not hazardous to predict that they will 
be the reward of long and faithful ser- 
vice throughout this land before many 
years are gone. We, however, arc con- 
cerned this evening only in a body of 
of public servants of whose ability and 
faithfulness we have a right to be proud, 
and in whose life we should be humane- 
ly interested. We are dealing tonight 
with the future existence, here on earth, 
of that fine body of guardians of our 
lives and our property known as 
the police of Newton. 

It is not a mere sentiment that impells 
so many of us to urge your honorable 
body to accept the State law authorizing 
cities to pension their policemen under 
certain circumstances. We are urging 
you, Sirs, to do tbis as a common sense 
proposition practically applied to an 
economic and moral question of the 
highest importance. For we hold, gen- 
tlemen, that if your votes are in the af- 
firmative, and if the provisions of this 
act are accepted, the result will be for 
the benefit of the entire community, not 
for the policemen alone, but for every 
man, woman and child in the city of 
Newton. There can be no doubt about 
It, if our policemen are assured that 
they shall have a pension when the 
proper times comes their work as guard- 
ians wi! be all the better, and more faith- 
fully performed. This is not saying 
that the members of our police force are 
not good and faithful now, but there 
are degrees of excellence in all 
branches of human industry. Certain- 
ly as things now are, one of our police- 
men can have no genuine good reason 
for wanting to hold on to his present 
job. On the contrary he is naturally 
pretty apt to feel that things would per- 
haps have been better for himself and 
family if he had never become a police- 
man. Since some of these men joined 
the force the pay of carpenters, as well 
as of other trades, has largely increased 
so that if the patrolman were working 
at his old job he would be earning more 
money than he is paid by the city for 
his services on the police force. 

I know that the thought will occur to 
some, if not most of you gentlemen, 
“But how about full time? A mechanic 
cannot always depend on a full year’s 
work, whereas a policeman — ", Quite 
true, Sirs. But we must not lose sight 
of the fact that this increased income is 
gained only by the policeman putting 
more of his life’s blood into the work he 
is engaged upon than a meclianic is ever 
called on to do; not his energy, or his 
goodwill, but the imperiling of his very 
life in the protecting of our property 
and our lives 1 shall assume that none 
of us would hesitate in our choice: 
whether to work nine or ten months in 
the year for some $800, or $900 and 
sleep in our beds every night, or to pa- 
trol the deserted streets of our city, in 
bad as well as good weather, even if we 
did receive some $200 more by doing so. 
And it is this ever recurring, monoton- 
ous night service which tells on the lives 
of these men. By this I do not mean 
that their lives are perceptibly shorten- 
ed by being policemen, but do insist 
that when they arrive at that age when 
they are no longer useful as guardians 
of our lives and property then they are 
wholly unfilled for any other occupa- 
tion. They will no longer Ik: wage- 
earners, and should be, must be cared 
for, 

Those of us who are asking you to ac- 
cept this law hold that iftat enactment 
will benefit the people of Newton as 
much as if not more than, it docs the 
police body. It is safe and reasonable 
to a.t>,ume that once the fact is clearly 
establLhed that a |)oIiceman can possi- 
bly gain a pension under given circum- 


stances, or after a certain number of 
years of continuous service, he will be 
more determined than ever to obey the 
most exacting orders, to perform his 
whole duty in such a hearty, honest and 
thorough fashion as to escape the slight- 
est chance of being summoned, tried and 
dismissed. His future and the future of 
his family, when he is no longer able to 
work, is in the balance, that is to say, 
the pension will depend on his own good 
work while in the service. By doing pa- 
trol duty the policeman will gain his fi- 
nal rew'ard in money help when he most 
needs it, and meanwhile the citizens of 
Newton will feel and know that their 
property and lives are being more care- 
fully and conscientiously watched over 
by these guardians. I have been inform- 
ed that in all the cities of this common- 
wealth where this law has been accept- 
ed an increased improvement in the 
moral of the police force has been no- 
ticed, and this is but natural. 

It is pretended, 1 believe, by those 
who arc opposed to pensioning our po- 
licemen that the acceptance of this law 
by your honorable body will add enor- 
mously to the city budget and thus give 
certain tax payers a chance to rail 
against their City Fathers. I think I am 
justified in saying there is more of pre- 
tence than belief in such assumption. 
It is said by them that any number of 
policemen can be placed on the city's 
pension roll at the whim of some chief 
and the city physician. But is this true? 
The law is perhaps not so clear as it ; 
might be to some minds, but it is suffi- 
ciently clear to be understood by many 
of us. No policeman, whether disabled, 
mentally or physically, by injuries sus- 
tained through no fault of his own, in 
the actual performance of his duty, or 
whether he has performed faithful ser- 
vice on the force for twenty years, 
under this law, can be retired from active 
service without , the consent of the 
Board of Aldermen. That is the whole 
of it, and the only doubt arises on the 
wording of the last proviso, the pension- 
ing of men who have served for twenty 
years. Is that retirement also subject 
to the control of the Board of Aider- 
men? I certainly believe so, although I 
admit that there is some doubt about it. 
But I have an opinion on the subject 
from one who is competent to give an 
opinion. Be all this as it may, however, 
let us look at the matter in another light. 
There are present on our police force 
sixty-one officers and men whose ages 
run from 26 to 66 years. Of these no 
fewer than nine have been on the force 
twenty years^or longer, apd at first 
thought it would seem that if this act 
were accepted by you the pension roll 
would call for some $4,600 at once per 
annum. But, Sirs, there is not a man on 
the force-^ther than the one who 
should be, and another who perhaps 
ought to be— who wants to be retired 
on that age limit. None of them is in 
favor of giving up a full year’s pay for 
the half of that amount, and will not 
until compelled to do so. Thus, you see, 
the number retired for years of service 
may be placed at not more than two an- 
nually, and perhaps even two is too 
large an average. 

We now come to possible retirement 
on pensions for disabilities, and here I 
have been helped by the actuary of a 
great Life Insurance company. 

Thus far, gentlemen, I have been deal- 
ing with the police force en bloc, and in 
a general way for the future benefit of all 
the worthy men on that force. But, 
Sirs, there is a special and particular 
reason why this law should be accepted 
by you, one so satisfactory, so convin- 
cing, so highly honorable to the police 
officer in question, that I doubt if 
another city in this country can equal it. 
Just 44 years ago this very month a 
boy born here in Newton volunteered as 
a soldier and went forth to do what he 
could to sustain the government and 
preserve the nation. He was only six- 
teen years old then, but his soul was al- 
ready as patriotic and brave as that of 
any man in this grand old common- 
wealth, as that of any man within the 
hearing of my voice, He was in all the 
engagements that his regiment, the 28th 
Massachusetts Volunteers, participated in 
during the War of RebelUon ; and on 
his nineteenth birthday this soldier from 
our city was severely wounded, yes 
wounded three times, and in one single 
battle! Having recovered from these 
wounds, he returned to the front, but 
when his three years’ service had ex- 
pired he came back here to West New- 
ton. 

It was impossible, however, for him 
to remain contented at home. Again 
he volunteed and joined his new regi- 
ment, the 61st Massachusetts Infantry, 
then at Petersburg. He remained in 
service until Lee’s surrender when he re- 
turned to civil life again, but not until 
the Union Army was mustered out. In 
November, 1866, he reenlistcd, this time 
in the regular army, and was an active 
member of M company, 7th cavalry, 
which had Custer for its colonel. He 
was iirivatc, corporal, sergeant, and fi- 
nally First Sergeant of that company, 
and when his diischarge at the end of five 
years' service came, lo I it bore the word 
crcellcitt on it as lo his character. Fif- 
teen days later he re-enlisted in the 
same company and regiment where he 
was still unity: the gallant Custer, and 
with whom he was in several battles 
against the Indians. It was he. our fel- 
low-lownsnian. who fired the first and 
la.sls shots in the memorable eng.ige- 
meiii known as the Hattie of the l.itlle 
Hig Horn, which proved so disastrous* 


to Custer and to 261 soldiers under him, 
and if he htm.sclf is here today it i.s be- 
cause his own company did not happen 
to be at the spot where the massacre oc- 
curred, He was finally discharged in 
December, 1876, with this noble char- 
acter : "Brave, capable and trustworthy 
first sergeant,” written on his papers. 

Then he returned to his home in West 
Newton proud, as he had a right to be, 
of the fact that in these fourteen years 
of military service he had participated 
in 47 battles and skirmishes and had 
been wounded four times. On the 21st 
of January, 1878, this man was appointed 
a patrolman on the Newton police force 
by Mayor Fowle. Thirteen years later 
he was appointed Sergeant by Mayor 
Ribbard, and less than seven years af- 
ter that he was made First Lieutenant 
by Mayor Cobb. Finally it was Mayor 
Weeks, our present congressman, who 
named him, in March, 1903, to the rank 
that he now holds. 

This hero of fourteen years in his 
country's service as a soldier, and of 
nearly thirty years In his city’s service 
as a policeman, is today in dire straits, 
and he is most deserving of all the help 
that can possibly be given him. He is 
troubled by hi.s wounds and by impaired 
eyesight, a stiff elbow joint, a tame 
back, an injury to the left instep, vari- 
cose veins in the scrotum, protruding 
and bleeding piles, and at times dizziness 
in the head. His wife has been con- 
fined for sometime in the Insane Hos- 
pital at Worcester. He has -had four 
children. Of these one daughter is un- 
der the constant care of a doctor for 
nervousness and other ailments, while 
still another daughter has been afflicted 
with spinal trouble for years. The pros- 
pects for her future welfare are very 
poor : in fact she is now in such a con- 
dition that her father has to keep her at 
home, she not being able to go to school. 
More than this, he himself was operated 
upon at a private hospital in Waltham 
only a couple of months ago, since when 
he has been almost a constant sufferer 
of great pain. It will be seen, gentle- 
men, that this brave and worthy man 
has his hands more than full while try- 
ing to keep up the existence of his fam- 
ily. and as a rich and powerful country 
alows him only sixteen dollars a month 
pension, we have ventured to come here 
to ask your honorable body to give him 
that permanent help and encouragement 
which he so richly deserves and has so 
faithfully earned. This can only be 
done by your accepting this act empow- 
ering you to grant pensions to our po- I 
licemen. It Is because we want this 
hero of war and of peace, this police- 
man of unstained reputation, this fel- 
low-citizen of whom every one of us Is 
proud to be the friend, and who, after 
these many years of action, always for 
the right, is no longer fitted to remain 
on the force which he has so long hon- 
ored, it is because we want him. to ben- 
efit by this law that we are now appeal- 
ing to you. There is every reason why 
you should hasten in the matter. I am 
afraid, Sirs, and I say it with the sin- 
cerest regret, that even if your honor- 
able body should place the name of Cap- 
tain John Ryan on the city’s pension 
list he will not live long lo enjoy your 
bounty. Nature can do much for man, 
but Nature seldom restores to strength 
again one so shattered by wounds and 
dekness as the captain is, at his time of 
life. Few men as old as he could possi- 
bly recover from the sHock of such an 
operation as he had to undergo but re- 
cently, and when we add to that the 
everlasting effects of wounds received 
in wars we realize that he can hardly 
remain with us much longer. But even 
if God, in His infinite mercy, shall per- 
mit John Ryan to remain here a few 
months or years more he cannot stay 
on the police force. It is impossible for 
him to do such duty now as he would 
like to do, as a captain is expected to 
do. There are some days when he is 
wholly unfitted for duty, and if he does 
not do the work he will not receive the 
pay. And so, after all these many years 
of faithful service to his country and to 
his native city John Ryan, with a wife 
in the hospital of an incurable disease, 
two sick daughters at home who re- 
quire constant nursing, himself broken 
in body and suffering from injuries and 
disease contracted while doing his duty, 
will have to lie down to die, neglected 
by those to whom he has given his life’s 
.-icrvice, fed at last by the secret charity 
of a few neighbors and comrades who 
love the man for the good that he has 
done and for the noble, upright char- 
acter he has always shown.

GAMBLERS RAIDED 


Police Have Long Gold 
W 

But They Capture and Convict 
Their Men 


Tlic gootl people of Newtonville were 
much .astonished Monday morning to 
learn from tl>c Boston papers of the po- 
lice raid on gamblers in their quiet vil- 
lage. The affair was managed with 
great credit by the police and they 
should receive the hc.arty praise of the 
better elements in the city. 

The raid was made on the barber shop 
and adjoining room of W. H. Marston 
in the Associates* block on Walnut 
street, Newtonville, and at the end of a 
long cold vigil of nine hours on the part 
of six police officers. The officers had 
long suspected the place but were un- 
able to secure evidence .and indeed six 
officers h.nd laid in wait for the gamblers 
on the preceding Sunday, but in such 
a position that they were unable to .see 
the game in progress. The situation of 
these officers, confined in a dark room, 
all day long, unable to talk, make any 
noise or smoke, while the gambling went 
on within earshot, must have been ex- 
tremely uncomfortable. It was endured, 
however, and a second vigil last Sun- 
day was most successful. 

The officer's went into the barber shop 
at 3 in the morning, and found Moses 
Colinsky asleep in the b.arber chair, evi- 
dentlj' a sentry on guard. He was dis- 
posed of quite satisfactorily, by arrest- 
ing him on the charge of violating the 
rules of the board of health by sleeping 
in a barber shop, and taken to West 
Newton. Here Colinsky made many at- 
tempts to secure bail in order to get out 
to warn his fricntls but the police were 
unable (for some reason) to find any 
one to go on his bail. In the meantime. 
Officers Kimball and Kilcy were hidden 
in atj adjourning room to the room off 
the barber shop and the partition boards 
were renailed, leaving peep holes thru 
which they could see. Wrapped in blan- 
kets these men staid in this place until 
after twelve o’clock, the remaining offi- 
cers hiding themselves at the other end 
of the building, connected with the con- 
cealed men by a long signal cord. It 
was about noon, when the gamblers be- 
gan their game of craps for which there 
was a home made table and tlic room 
was heated by an oil stove. When suf- 
ficient evidence had been secured by the 
concealed men they signalled their 
brother officers, who then obtained ad- 
mittance thru the barber shop door. 
While this was being done the gamblers 
ha<I re-entered the barber shop thru a 
concealed door in the closet and with 
hats and coats on declared their inno- 
cence of a reason for the officers en- 
trance. After they had been secured 
the imprisoned officers were released 
and the entire party carried to West 
Newton. 

The men arrested were William H. 
Marston, 50 years old, a barber living 
at 17 .Austin street, who is charged with 
maintaining the gambling place; O. A. 
McDonald, 30, meat cutter, living at 241 
Walnut street; Robert Duncan, who | 
later was identified a.s R. D. Kennedy, i 
36. painter, 31 Brooks avenue ; Frank F. ! 
Farwcll, 28, formerly a drug clerk, 800 
Washington street; John Murphy, 51, j 
shoemaker, 855 1-2 Wusliington street ; ■ 
and .A. W. Somerville, 34, meat cutter, 
of ifoward street, Brookline, but former- 
ly of .Newtonville, the hast five being 
charged wiili gaming on the Lord’s day. 

In court Monday morning Harry San- 
ford of Newtonville reprcsetTled that lie 
was Robert D. Kennedy, one of the men 
arrested, but patrolman Arthur S. Kim- 
ball detected the attempted deception. 
On the pretense of going to a telephone 
Sanford slipped out of the court building 
unobservc<l. 

Kennedy was finally located anil ar- 
raignei! after the other cases hail been 
completed. He was fined $3(). O. A. 
McDonald, John Murphy, Frank F. Fur- 
well and .\. W. Somerville were fined 
$2() each for taking part in a game of 
chance for money on the Loril’s day. 
W'illiam If. Marston was fined $65 for 
maiiuaiiiing a cainmon gambling place 
while the charge of being present the 
case was continued to April 6 for sen- 
tence. Moses Colinsky, 25, of Central 
avenue, Needham, for sleeping in Mar* 
ston’s bariier .shop, was fmed $5. Mar- 
ston pleaded not guilty to the charge of 
maintaining a gambling place ainl guilty 
I to being present. Each of the other de- 
fendants pleailcd guilty. The fine? 
amounted to $180. 

I’atrolman Kimball testified that Mc- 
Donald, Kentie<ly, Farwcll, Murphy and 
Somerville shot craps and Marston re- 
ceived money. He was able to see the 
ganje hv ItAoking through holes hore<l in 
ilie wall, He heard Marston say, “Now 
l)oys ilon't keep any money on the lahlc," 
and then pmceeded to watch the corri- 
dor for the pos.sihle .iilApearancc of any- 
one. 

“The men rappeil three lime.s on ih* 
barber shop iloor Indore being adniilted,'' 
tevtlfied pntrolman Kimball. He said 
he heanl Somerville say to Marston. 
“You were the only man who made 


anything on the game Thanksgiving 
day,” to whlcli Marston replied, “Oh, I 
don’t know; T got only about 60 cents 
while I was gone to dinner,” 

Patrolman Kilcy testified Marston 
tried the door of the room in which the 
policemen were concealed four times, but 
they held it agalnt him and escaped be- 
ing detected. He told of the surprise 
Marston expressed upon coming into 
the barber shop and finding “Mose" 
gone. 

The men discussed the disappearance 
at length, the [Kiltccmcn testified, and 
someone cxprcs.scd a suspicion that po 
lice li.ad been in the building. Wit1> 
this they again searched tlic nooks and 
corners and rooms of the second floor, 
several times coming within a foot or 
two of the hidden policemen and once 
stepping on the string running from one 
squad of patrolmen to the other squad 
for signalling purposes. Finally the 
men went back into the little compart- 
ment, lighted <an oil stove and began to 
play 

Patrolmen Hughes, McLaughlin, Mc- 
Neil and Scaver then testified that upon 
receiving a signal they went into the 
barber .shop and found the men scurry- 
ing through the hole leading from the 
closet to the compartment in the rear, 
each trying to put on his coat. 

Marston told the court he did not care 
to make any statement under oath. In- 
ste.ad lie conducted his own defense and 
asked questions of nearly every witness. 
He said he ran the barber shop, which 
is on the second floor of the block at 283 
Walnut street, Newtonville. 

“[ cut the hole in the wall so as to get 
a draught into my shop last summer,” 
he asserted. “I found a table in the room 
and sometimes we used to get out there 
and shake ‘props.’ We have gambled 
there only during the last two months,” ' 
said he. ' 

Marston emphatically denied that the ' 
gas pipe running to hidden compartment ' 
came from his shop until cross-examined * 
by Chief of Police Mitchell when he ad- 
mitted the gas came from his meter. 

Kennedy had by this time put in an ' 
appearance and was arraigned for r ;k- 
ing part in the game. 

“Why did you attempt to decc-ve the* 
court?" asked Judge Kennedy. ' 

“Well, I expected to be replied 

Kennedy. 

“Didn’t you ask Sanford to cc ne up ’ 
here and attempt to pass himself olf as ' 
you?” queried the judge. 

“Yes, that is true,” finally admitted ' 
the defendant. > 

“Who yas the man you sent here?" 1 

"His name is Harry Sanford.” 

“Why did you send him,” asked the 
court. 

"I thought the men wou!<I be called 
and plead guilty and that would be all. 

I thought it would make no diifcrc.icc 
if I didn’t come myself.” 

Chief Mitchell said that Kc inccy had 
made the statement in a Newtonville 
drug store that he would r.v* a,>pe.ir in 
court today. Judge Kciir.edy then im- 
posed a fine of $3t’. 

When the court asked to have Si'ii- 
ford called in it wa.s found t. it he had 
gone out on the pretense of going to a 
telephone and had slipped ni. (»f the 
building 

Another strange fcaiitr? of the raid 
was then brought to h.j;!it when Ci lin- 
sky was arrai^cd for using the barber 
shop as a dormitory in violation of llic 
health board regulations. 

Colinsky said he had been to Boston 
Saturday aficmoon to pawn a ring for 
a Newtonville man, had missed his last 
car for Needham and that Marston had 
offered to let him stay in his shop until 
morning. 

Patrolman Kilcy testified that the 
squad of police heard Colinsky snoring 
when they entered the building at 3 *•. 
m. to hide thcm.sclvcs. The police en- 
tered the shop, arrested Colinsky, \ ick- 
cd the place up again and waiting imlil 
after 12 o’clock -when they caiiglit 'he 
gamblers.

A Canadian View 

Mr. W. W. Blair of 34 Otis street, 
Newtonville, -has been spending a few 
days at Ottawa, Canada, with his rela- 
tive, the Hon. Andrew G. Blair. He re- 
ports that in discussing the matter of an- 
nexation of Canada to the U. S. they 
say: “This will probably come, but none 
can say just how soon or in what way. 
Two countries so closely related by na- 
ture and so similarly populated can 
hardly forever remain apart. But great 
movements often progress unseen for u 
time. England has already withdrawn 
her military from Canada. And not long 
ago the Canadian Minister of Justice 
said in effect that Canada would be safe 
under the Monroe Doctrine. Suppose 
England were to go to war with some 
other nation and that nation decided to 
attack Canada, could England defend it 
.against the enemy? Would the U. S- 
defend it simply as a neighborly act, 
and having done su withdraw and hand 
it over to England again?" 

In discussing the U S. form of gov- 
ernment, they think it is run without 
statesmen. The President’s Cabinet 
made up of men who are trained only in 
tite nfTairs they undertake to sitper\'ise 
and not trained statesmen, So soon as 
a man has served his few years as a 
leader in the presidency he is set asi<le, 
and, however weighty might be his in- 
fluence, it is not made use of.

Rev. T. J. Holmes 

Rev. Theodore J. Holmes, a well ' 
known Congregational clcrg>*man and i 
for ten years pastor of the First church 
at Newton Centre, died at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. E. Sedtt Owen in 
Concord, N. H.. last Tuesday. He wa> ' 
a native of Utica, N. Y., whcreJtc was 
horn in 1833. He fitted for college in 
Cleveland, Ohio, and entertaining Yale 
was graduated in the class of '53. For 
a time he was an instructor in the Asy- 
lum for the deaf and dumb in Hartford, 
Conn,, and later bccumc a student at the 
Union Theological seminary, graduating 
in the class of '59. For two years he 
was engaged in home missionary work 
at Richmond, Vt., and then for 11 years 
was pastor of the church at East Hart- 
ford. Conn. While at East Hartford, 
Mr. Holmes obtained a leave of absence 
from his church and enlisted ns a pri- 
vate in the 2lst Rcgt. Conn. Volunteers 
in 1863. In 1864 he was appointed chap- 
lain of the 1st Connecticut cavalry. He 
served in several batles and was wound- 
ed in the arm at Ashland, Va. in 1864. 
In 1865 he was appointed on Gcn’l Cus- 
ter'.s .staff and served until discharged in 
.March or that year. in 1875 Mr. 
Holmes went to the First Congregation- 
al cliurch at Baltimore, wlicrc he re- 
mained 8 year.s and was largely instru- 
mental in the building of a new edifice. 
In 1883 he came to Newton Centre and 
in 1893 went to Hopkinion, where lie 
remained 5 years. He retired in 1898 
hut at tire urgent retiucst of his former 
parishioners he served for two years of 
19f)l to 1903 at his first pastorate in Ver- 
nioiTt. In 1903, owing to failing health, 
he rcmoveil to Concord with his wife, 
where lie made his home with his daugh- 
ter. Funeral services will be held at 2 
■ o'clock today from the First church at 
Newton Centre.

woodland or a grove of trees that had 
been planted, but generally the land was 
treeless and often vcrdureless. Sand 
dunes — wiiul-blown sand — often extend- 
ed for miles between the railroad and 
the ocean and sometimes towards the 
higher plateaus and mountains. The 
largest wild animals we saw were go- 
phers and squirrels. Ducks and sea 
gulls were seen in immcn.se numbers on 
the island ponds and bays and all along 
the shore. 

In the early afternoon we arrived in 
Los Angeles.

PASADENA 

"The Crown of the Valley'* 

(By J. F. FrUblw, M. U.) 

On the morning of Februarj' 27lh wc 
Ikft San Diego for Los Angeles and 
Pasudena. Tlie proprietor of our hotel 
was dilatory iu taking us to tlie depot 
and then I had to get my trunk checked, 
by the time we were ready to go on 
board, tile cars were filled and we were 
stowed away in a little obsolete car 
diardly up to the emigrant clus.>. There 
was much wailing and gnashing of teeth 
b\' the first class passengers crowded in- 
to this car and x^'ords — adjectives and 
: other juarts of speech — luirdly appropri- 
ate to be meiuioned here, were hurled 
furiou-ily at ilie conductor ami the rail- 
road. W'liilc I ilidn'i enjoy the situa- 
tion I coiddn'l he)]) being amused at the 
anger of most of the persons in llie car 
and the earnestness of their expletives 
and ex|)losives. 

Soon, most everybody forgot the un- 
pleasantness of the car in admiration 
for the ])eatilifnl scenery ocean-ward 
and mountain-ward as well as all a- 
roimd us. 

The railroad skirts the Pacirte diore 
a large part of the way, (xcasionully 
runs inland; hut always not far away 
fniiii the coast. J^retty lieaches and 
villugc.s hy tlic score arc seanere<l all 
along the roule and often wc wanted to 
stop for a day or week at some unusu- 
ally attractive place. The California 
poppy— Eschsoholtzia Californica— the 
.state flower, abounded ami briglueiicd 
and beautified the foot-hills and valley.s. 


hoping the climate would prove benefi- 
cial. She was not disappointed >ind rap- 
idly regained her* health. She is natur- 
ally very enthusiastic about the healing 
efTects of the climate. She took u.s to 
lier liome in Pasadena where wc spent 
j six 'very plea.sant weeks. 

I "See .\a()lcs and die" is an old say- 
ing. The dweller in Pasadena would 
change this and say — "See Pasadena and 
live — there or auywliere else — as long 
as you can. 

Pasadena is the lovelie.st suhurb of Los 
.Angeles, ten or twelve miles distant, 
connected by two or more lines ot elec- 
tric curs which radiate widely, carr>ing 
one to broad, level stretches of orange, 
lemons, apricots, fig and other trees and 
to vineyards miles in extent, or 
back to the Sierra Madra mountains 
Lowe and Wil.soti with deep canyons all 
attractive and wonderfully i)icturesqiic. 

It is one of the most beautiful places 
to be fomul between San Diego and San 
Francisco. 

Con-idering the population there arc 
a greater immlier of fine homes, elegant 
e*<t;iie'.. l)e.iiuiful surroundings and 
grand |iictures of mountains and wide 
>trctciiing plains tlian I .saw elsewhere 
while in California. There are several 
line hotels in Pasadena. The Green in 
the husiness part; the Mar>laml on 
Fiasl Colorado street finely situated 
on a little eminence with a fine 
view to rite Hast, West and South; the 
Pintare.sca about two miles back to- 
wards Mount Lowe, on a verj’ sightly 
location; and the Kaymond, in many re- 
spects the finest located of them all 
standing on a hill in a large garden fill- 
ed witli the most exquisite flowers and 
commanding pictures of tlic mo.st beau- 
tiful landscape, in every direction, of 
mountain and valley. 

Colorado Avenue, in the vicinity of 
Raymond and Fair Oakes Avenues is 
the busines!, part of the city. On the 
western and eastern ends of thi.s ave- 
nue and South Orange Avenue and vi- 
cinity, are luK-ated many of the most 
beautiful Cbtiites and elegant honie.s in 


the cily. The frequent rains of Feb- 
ruary, March and April kept the green, 
shrubs and trees in royal green. 

Rose bushes bloomed ns if they had 
nothing cl.se to do but to bloom and the 
picture they presented almost every- 
where was wonderously beautiful. 

VVe had many friends in Pasadena 
who made oiir stay there weeks of de- 
light. 

Dr, Henry M. Field, a long time rc.si- 
dent of Newton and a distinguished 
physician, resides with his wife .ind son 
on North Raymond Avenue. He has a 
charming home there amid a grove of 
orange; lemon and fruit trees and some 
of the finest rose bushes in Pasadena. 

Dr. Field is a great lover of the rose 
and he has taken extreme care, in his 
selection of the finest specimens, and 
there he has given them the highest cul- 
tivation. 

The view from his broad piar.ra or 
second story windows is grand and 
beautiful, extending cast, south and 
west over level orchards of orange, 
lemon, apricot, walnut and others and 
thousands of acres of grape vineyards, 
broken by a few low hills and the Pacific 
.shimmering in the distance; while from 
northwest to southeast the Sierra Madre 
mountains extend for scores of miles 
rising lugh in air and forming an im- 
posing background to this attractive 
.spot and cutting of the distant view. 

Prof. C. C. Brngdon, the head of Las- 
ell, .‘\ulmrndalc, has a fine estate on East 
Colorado Avenue wliich is vcr\’ charm- 
ing— his winter home with his son’s 
Iiousc close by. 

The Indian room is filled with Indian 
curiosities and hand-work and will in- 
terest anyone for hours. But, in his es- 
timation, his picture gallery is tlic most 
valuable and attractive. In it he has 
many rare and c.xquisite pictures which 
he has collected in this country and Eu- 
rope. Many of them, in former days, 
adorned his home in Auburndale. 

Robert J. Burdette, the "Flawkcye 
man,” formerly of Newton, lives in .an 
elegant home on Orange Grove /Vvcmie 
surrounded by large grounds finely laid 
out— one of the best in Pasadena. It is 
named Snnnycrcst. His wife is re- 
ported to be very wealthy. 

Quite a number of other former resi- 
dents of Newton have gone to Pasadena 
and settled there. 

Even Pa.sadena the lovely-— the pic- 
tnresque— the favored of Califoniia re- 
sorts is not always warm and balmy. 
Three times while wc were there .snow 
storms capped Mounts Lowe and Wil- 
son and once the snow extended down 
Wilson’s sides to the orange groves at 
its foot, but did no harm as it remained 
only for a few hours. And one day 
when I ascended Mount Lowe, I wa.s 
I caught in a snow stonn. 

The weather was often cold with high 
winds and water froze in the rear of the 
house where I was .staying several 
nights. 

Beans and potatoes, six or eight in- 
ches in height, were frozen and cut 
down to the ground. That this degree 
of coldness is seldom experienced here, 
is the testimony of the older inhabi- 
tants. And all agree were Febru- 
ary, March and .\pril have been colder, 
windier, more foggy and disagreeable 
than they liave ever known. 

That it was cold and windy, foggy 
and rainy I cun testify. But few days 
were warm cnougli for me to sit out on 
the little piazza, even at midday, jmd 
nearly all the days fire was needed in 
the house a part of the time to keep 
comfortable. 

Eastern tourists complained bitterly 
of the cold especially in hotels and 
boarding liouse.s, even as far south as 
San Diego. 

Hardly any of the hotels, boarding- 
lion.ses, and even private residences have 
a furnace, except the more recently 
built. The mo.st surprising thing was 
the fact that easterners who had built 
bouses here followed the custom of 
building without cellars and depending 
upon a fire-place for tlic heating ar- 
rangement. 

•Ml the large modern hotels and ex- 
pensive private residences are amply 
heated by furnace now. 

.Another thing that is surprising to an 
easterner, .and that is the smallness of 
the piazzas. I had expected to sei 
everywhere, broad piazzas on two or 
more sides of the house.s, such as we 
fijid at our notlicm sea-side and moun- 
tain summer homes. In this I was dis- 
appointed. I he piazzas, generally were 
small, except on the more pretentious 
)iousc.s. The reasons given for this 
were, that the morning.s, late afternoons 
and evenings were too damp and chilly 
to enjoy the spending much time on i 
them. 

Mount Lowk. 

In order to get a birds-cye view of' 

this delightful land, the tourist must as- 
cend Mount Lowe, which is .said to be 
SIX miles from Pasadena. When you 
lide in the electrics the distance seems 
an exaggeration; wlien you attempt to 
walk it, a most decided undervaluiition ; 
for it seems llie mountains relreat al- 
most ;i5 fast as you advance. However 
that may be, the tourist will attempt 
walking but once. It is a steady rise 
from Colorad.) Avenue to Rubio Can- 
yons, which is 2200 feel above sea level, 
fherc you lake iJic cable incline about 
I4(K) feet to ihe summit of Echo .Moun- 
tain and the observatory. There used 
to be a hotel here, but it was burned 
down a year or more ago. 

This incline is 2(X)0 feel long and rises 
in one pl.ice 02 per cent elevation, the 


steepest grade of any railroad in the 
world, almost double that on Mount 
Washington. 

Where the cable ends the trolley be- 
gins and a ride of three miles over the 
wildest, most picturesque and apparent- 
ly dangerous road, ever man rode upon, 
winding around the mountain side, and 
deep canyons 2000 feet below, and cros- 
sing aerial bridgc.s, hanging suspended 
from the mountain like a spider on his 
web, where an accident might hurl car 
and tourist clown hundreds of feet be- 
fore they touched the mountain and 
then crash a thousand feet lower into 
the deep abyss. It is a scary ride and 
none but fearless persons should take it. 
The electric line ends at the Alpine 
Tavern, a large, roomy building, built of 
logs where roaring fires warmed the 
chilly air to comfort. The Tavern is 
SeXX) feet elevation, at the head of the 
Grand Canyon, amid a grove of large 
trees and would make a delightful place 
for a summer outing. 

From Alpine Tavern to the summit 
is 1100 feet and the distance three miles. 
It is either afoot or burro back climb. 
Less than half a mile away from Alpine 
Tavern, turning off to the right from the 
main trail to the summit of Mount 
Lowe is a narrow ridge and magnificent 
oiitl(X)k with the valley to the left, while 
on the right one of the finest, most 
beautiful and charming pictures I ever 
beheld. lies spread out in the valley be- 
low, extending from mountain across 
tlio mesa to ihc broad Pacific and the 
islands bcyo'nd. 

Probably more money is made in trad- 
ing real estate than in any other one 
busincs.s. 

A company will buy a large area of 
land, worth, perhaps, fifty or one hun- 
dred dollars an acre, and then lay out 
streets by the mile, dividing it into 
squares, put in water, gas or electricity, 
sewerage and everything necessary and 
then offer lots for sale 50x150 feet or 
more at a price many times larger than 
the land originally cost per acre. House 
lots on these streets arc bought, re-sold 
at a large advance and often many times 
before built upon. 

I was told of one young lady school 
teacher who speculated in house lots 
j and made more money than by teaching. 

A Iiousc lot on Fair Oakes Avenue 
near where I was stopping was held a 
year ago at five hundred dollars. This 
year the owner refused one thousand. 
From below San Diego up to San Fran- 
ci.sco immense acres of the land, ocean- 
ward and mountain-ward, is largely di- 
vided into "lots.” In fact there are 
house lots enough for sale now to supply 
the Immigrant.s into California for more 
than one hundred years. Streets and 
Iiousc lots can be seen staked out for 
miles and not a house in sight. 

A real estate man related the follow- 
ing incident. A man .held a claim 
against another for $23000. That man 
owned nothing with which to pay this 
I claim except a large tract of land which 
he valued at $25000. He offered this 
and as there was nothing else to take 
the creditor took it and squared the ac- 
count. Not very long after the new 
owner received a letter offering him 
$25000 cash for it. He immediately 
wrote .a letter accepting the offer anil 
went to Ihc po.stoffice to post it. He 
found a letter there for him which he at 
once o()cneil and it contained an offer 
from another party of $50,000. 

He didn’t put the letter he had writ- 
ten in but wrote an .answer to the sec- 
ond offer accepting it and in a few days 
sold the land for $50,0(X) cash. 

These arc samples of the house lot 
boom. 

Pasadena is growing in every direc- 
tion and as a residential city is and will 
continue to be one of the finest and most 
attractive in California.

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CITY ELECTION 


The usual lack of iiUcrcst in the off 
year between mayoralty elections re- 
sulted in the election of two DcAiocrats 
to the hoard of aldermen, one each 
from Wards 3 and 4, for the one year 
term. 

While the Republican leaders w’cre 
aware of the danger of defeat, and made 
strong exertions to get out the vote, cit- 
izens simply would not vole, and thus al- 
lowed the Democratic nominees to win. 
Mr. James R. Condrin. a popular and 
able Democrat defeated Mr. A. Stuart 
Pratt bv IS votes on a total of nearly 
800. wltilc Mr. Thomas J. Lyons, an- 
other local Democratic favorite won 
over .Alderman Beck in Ward 4 by 30 
votes, in a total of less tlian 500. The 
Republican candidates in Wards 2 and 
5 where other contests were made were 
easily successful. .Alderman Hajl win- 
ning a re-election by 155 majoritv and 
Mr. Lewis H. Bacon of Waban swamp- 
ing Mr. Murphy with a majority of 243. 

The only contest at large in the citv 
was for school committee in Ward 2. 
Mr. Abbot Bassett the present incumbent 
bein'" re-elected over Mr. Tames S. Can- 
non with a total vote of 2067 to 872. 

No license was aizain carried with a 
vote of 2078 to 832 for Yes. a margin of 
1246 for the temperance element. 

The apathy of the election is shown 
by the percentage of vote polled to the 


registration. The total vote of 32^ is 
about 51 per cent only of the registra- 
tion. The women cast 217 votes for 
school committee or less than 30 per 
cent of their registration. 

A recount will probably be held in 
Ward 3 between Mr. Condrin and 
Mr. Pratt, papers bavin gbecn taken 
out for that purpose by Chairman Hat- 
field of the Republican city committee.

Every girl has 
her own individual telephone set which 
Ts kept carefully separated from any- 
one’s else. Lockcr.s of expanded steel arc 
provided for the operators to hang their 
clothing in. The tour of duty of ciglit 
hours is broken in the middle by a 
luncheon hour and the operator gets a 
recess of IS or 20 minutes half way 
through the period before luncheon and 
another similar recess after luncheon. 
That they may snentl their time off duty 
in the exchange pleasantly a rest room 
is provided for the Hrls — a room cosily 
furnished and .supplied with good read- 
ing. 

A luncheon room with gas stoves, a 
constant supply of hot water, and so on, 
is at the disposal of operators who prefer 
not to leave the building until they arc 
through for the day. The company fur- 
nishes hot coffee and chocolate free dur- 
ing Ihc cold weather and there is always 
on duty a matron to lend assistance and 
counsel. A very popular feature of this 
side of the company’s work during the 
warmer months is a roof garden on the 
high building in Milk Street, opened 
last summer.

Visits ” Central” 

Members of the Massachusetts Press 
.Association and their ladv friends were 
the guests last Monday of the New En- 
gland Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
rany. .After a business meeting of the 
.Association at the American House, 
Boston, a narty of nearly a hundred la- 
dies and gentlemen sat »lown to a de- 
lightful lunch, enlivened by the strains 
of an orchestra. Carriages were tlicn 
taken to the Company headciuarters at 
125 Milk street wliere the entire business 
of the Comnany was ex|)lainc(l by a 
cof's of assistants. 

'i he operating room was an object les- 
son to every teleplione user. That of 
"Main” is one vf the largest in the 
country. The great switchboard, with 
9,0iiil lines connecting more than 14,000 
subscribers, requires nearly 200 operators 
at the busy hour, besides the 20 girls at 
the secondary switchboard, where calls 
lor "Main” suhscrilier-. inacle from other 
exchanges are contiecie<l u|). 

The number of suhscrihers wliose calls 
a single operairir can attctul to varies 
according to the amount nf use to which 
each subscriber puts the telephone, but 
obviously it inu^t be limited, never cx- 
c i ilitig 100 and frequently being as 
-mall us ten. F.very operator must, how- 
erer. have williin her reach a means of 
connecting the ten or a hundred .suh- 
•-criherr who crdl up at her nosltion with 
anv of the rest of the 14,0()0 tliey may 
ask for. So in front of each girl there is, 
in the lower ii.irt of the •wiichhoard. a 
-erir-- r,f ;witch eoekets teclniicallv called 
‘jack*” with which the subscribers’ sig- 
nals .ire connected; above them the 
“jack ■’ of trunk linestootliercxchanges; 
and in the upper part of tlie hoanl the 
“l-o-k-” of all the .suhscrihers to the ex- 
clianvc. This arrangement of lines is 
repealed over ami over again at each 
om raior’-. oOr>ition, otd" the lines on 
which a girl answers being varied. 

At the bottom of tlie board, where it 


comes directly under the operator’s 
hand as she sits before the apparatus on ' 
a rather high chair, projects a shelf in < 
which are the cords used to connect one < 
line with another, the signal lamps which 
show when a subscriber answers and 
when either of the persons using a cir- * 
cuit hangs his telephone up, and the ^ 
keys and buttons for cutting the opera- ' 
tor into and out of the circuits and for 
ringing. This mechanical equipment is as : 
perfect as the experience of 30 years ap- ; 
plied by the highest ingenuity of today 
can make it, but its full efficiency can be 
obtained only by carefully trained op- 
erators. for the exchange is not the rest- ' 
fill place telenhonc users are sometimes ^ 
inclined to think it. Some months ago ' 
the New England Company opened a 
school for operators, that its service i 
might have the benefit of being in the i 
hands of skillful people trained to a de- 
gree of perfection that was impossible 
in the days when new operators rc- 
ceivcil instruction by observation and 
practice in a working exchange. 

Though many telephone users do not 
realize it — for a few seconds seems like 
an hour when one is anxious or in a * 
hurry — the regular monthly tests made 
by the company show that on tlie aver- 
age Central answers calls in five seconds; 
it takes five or six seconds more for her 
to repeat the number she is given, con- 
nect with the proper circuit, anil ring; 
.Tnd, as a rule, the sulxscriber "at the 
other end of the line” responds within 
another IS or 20 seconds. When she is 
given a numher to call Central touches 
the tip of the plug on a connecting cord 
to the rim of the proper “jack”. If the 
line wanted is in use the mere touching 
01 the plug to it automatically gives her 
a signal, and slie reports accordingly to 
the calling subscriber. If she docs not 
get this signal she “plugs in” and rings. 

If there is no response within 30 sec- 
onds she rings again, and at the end of 
30 seconds more she rings a third time. 
'I'hen if no one responds she reports 
“They don’t atiswer”; but if the suh- 
scriln-r wishes she will continue ringing 
until lie is satisfied it is impossible to get 
a re()ly. The work of the operators is 
constantly umler close observation, llicre 
lieing to cacli nine operators one super- 1 
visor whose dutv it is to see that the | 
work of ilic exchange goe.s smotthiv and i 
that the operators live up to the rules of 
tlie ofiice in all respects. 

Besides the local operating room there 
is at “Main” a toll operatin'' room where 
calls for narts of New Ktiglainl hevond 
the 49 offices of the Boston sithiirh-in 
district are handled. 'I'hrmiRli this part ! 
of tltc plant l.S.OOO messages a ilav pas*. ■

The defeat of Mr. Pratt in Ward .a 
Three is directly attributed to the fal- j( 
ling off of the "hiU” vote, which is n 
strongly republican when it can be v 
brought to the polls. Mr, Pratt’s defeat 
will greatly handicap the Republican 
leaders in the future in their laudable ef- j. 
forts to induce the highest grade citi- 
zens to show their public spirit by sery- j- 
ing the city as aldermen. Heretofore, it 
has been simply the effort to bring the 
public spirit of the man to the front, and 
to which will now be added the ever 
present possibility of a political defeat, 
with its humiliating effect on the candi- 
date’s self esteem. 

Alderman Beck's defeat is doubly re- 
gretted, as he was in a position to ren- 
der the city greater service during his 
second year, and because it leaves one 
of the villages without a local represen- 
tative. 

The majorit" for NO license is verj' 
creditiible considering the size of the ic 
tal vote and emphasizes again Newton’s 
position of strong antagonism to the 
open saloon. 

We are glad to note the election of 
two women on the school committee and 
trust their influence will be so powerful 
for good as to lead to a larger represen- 
tation of the fair sex in that important 
municipal duparlment in the future. 

During the past ten days residents of 
this city have appreciated as never be- 
fore. the .smoothness witli which the 
railroad to Boston has hitherto been run. 
This appreciation conies thru the diffi- 
culties and delays with which the rail- 
road management has had to struggle 
during this time. With the same equip- 
ment, and the same grade of coal as of 
yore, the engines have repeatedly ru- 
iiisctl to make steam.

The great dif- 
ficulty a.s the public sees it comes from 
the fact that if inward trains are de- 
layed, the outward bound trains can- 
not lie mnde no, as the same cars are 
used. With the failure to make up the 
outward train.?,’ the few trains which 
can be utilized are literally packed with 
the passengers, each one determined to ' 
take the first train out. The result can '• 
be imagined and if you are a daily oas- - 
senger, one experience is enough. Suf- 
fice it to say that the railroad manage- 
ment is using its utmost efforts to remedy 
the situation. 

The patience of Newton citizens has 
been sorely tried this week by the fail- 
ure of the contractor to remove the ash- 
es on schedule time. The cause is said 
to have been drunken teamsters and the 
weather and efforts have been made the 
last few (lavs to catch up with the work 
and to again meet the regular routine.

and women were wont to assemble and 
discuss great questions— entertained un- 
der those magnificent old elms by the 
first lady of the ComnionweaUh — at the 
home of the patriotic, generous, large 
hearted governor of Massachusetts. This 
home, we the citizens r^f Newton are go- 
ing to purchase and present ilie city of 
Newton for a civic centre and to per- 
petuate some of the work and ideals of 
our former governor. 

In the development of this country 
there have been two ideals which have 
<lone more for its advancement, more 
for llie elevation of the people than 
any oilier. Thev are not the ideal to 
get rich or the ideal to get power, but 
llie\’ are devotion to (>od and devotion 
to country. These two ideals liave taken 
men out oi iheiitselves— these two ideals 
iiave demanded personal service — per- 
sonal sacrifice. Ctnnpare for a nioment 
in your own minds Ihe relative iiilluence 
of ihe tw(j ideals — get rich and get pow- 
er — willi the other two, service of God 
and devotion to country — on the one 
hand toward selfislmcss or on tlie other 
itaml toward usefulness. 

During tlie last five or six years, we 
have erected in Newton for the worship 
of God and in the spirit of self-sacrifice 
and devotion, four new churches at an 
expense of nearly $4(X),<)00 ; cjy:h has been 
built without debt and each one lias been a 
iilessing to every contriliutor. In the act of 
building these four churches we have 
shown onr devotion to the service of 
God. From our parents we have in- 
herited in a large measure the prosperity 
and good fortunes which their sacrifice j 
gave to our country. .Are we to sit still ' 
— to enjoy them all and to do nothing 
(or posterity? 

The aetjuisition of the Claflin Park is 
simply a patriotic idea, an expression of 
personal responsibility for the best de- 
velopment of our city. Think of the ad- 
vantage to the city of Boston of tlie plan 
by its early settlers to lay out the Com- 
mon and later the Public Garden. Com- 


pare for a moment Boston with these 
two open sp.aces round which the city 
has grown artd centered, with Boston 
without them. The acquisition of the 
Claflin field will mean the elimination of 
the Ixiundary lines between the nine vil- 
lages of Newton, and will make it one 
great city — will assure its future devel- 
opment toward one city rather than to- 
ward nine village.?. 

A new spirit of patriotism is develop- 
ing in our midst; no one can say that 
onr aldermen or onr school committee 
men arc not selected from among our 
best citizens — our busiest men — our hon- 
est and honorable men. This condition 
of things has brought about a new order 
of affairs in New’ton. The spirit of ser- 
vice and self-sacrifice of our public .ser- 
vants is becoming contagious.

Over $7.(KX) has already been subscrib- 
ed for the Claflin field by the patriotic 
citizens of Chestnut Hill and Newton 
Centre, and because of our location in 
this ward, our distance from the Claflin 
field, the attitude of these contributors 
has been of great importance and iiidu- 
cncc on the success of this project. 
Chestnut Hill and Newton Centre have 
.^hown the other parts of Newton an U'l- 
.selfish spirit — have shown that they be- 
lieve in Newton and its future. By your 
generosity Claflin field will become a 
reality, and the future development of 
this fair city will be upon a saner, more 
unselfish level, and will always stand 
for patriotic citizenship, and when Cbif- ' 
lin field has become a reality and the dif- 
ferent buildings shall rise from time to 
time, we shall all have the same satis- 
faction in the service rendered our city

The Future School 

.■\ few weeks ago when commenting 
in .T 5.itirical vein on the trend of the 
tinje.s towards school physicians, school 
nnr.^cs and the like, wc said “it is pos- 
sible that the future will see school chil- 
dren compelled lo follow a schedule of 
food, sleep and recreation fixed by a 
very paternal school committee.’* 

Wc little thought at that time lhal 
this program was so near agitation and 
yet al the recent Saturtlay afternoon nicel 
i ing of the Social Kdiication Congress 
held in Boston, Mrs. Mar>‘ Simkhovilch, 
a graduate of Newton schools and a 
member of one of our most esteemed 
Newton families, in an address on “tlic 
Relation of the School to the Home” 
spoke in part as follows : 

••(n the old days when, as the sociolo- 
gists tell us, the head of the family was 
father, priest and king, the child s 
mother was kindergartner and principal 
of the grammar school, but the father in 
even those obscure limes of which his- 
tory tells us little but which anthropol- 
ogy has reconstructed for us, was the 
president of the university. The teach- 
er with special training has come to be 
a second mother and the line that marks 
the function of one from that of the 
other is indicated by no means clearly. 
Complete authority over the destinies of 
the child in fact belongs to neither, but 
to the community as a whole State. 

"First comes the question of the phy- 
sical welfare of the child, than which 
there is no more important function of 
the scliool on its family side. Wc may 
therefore expect an increased attention 
to be given to the physical basis of edu- 
cation in our school. It is at once seen 
how superficial consideration of this 
subject is without Tefcrencc to the phy- 
sical conditions of the home where phy- 
sical ills arc bred. The poverty and 
want existent in so many homes is ac- 
countable for the unfortunate physical 
weakness of the child. The school doc- 
tor, nurse and clinic arc proofs that the 
question is being met to a degree, but 
when it comes to the source of the phy- 
sical ills — the conditions of home life, 
then the cry goes up, 'Hands off.' 

"Some plan should be effected by 
which that existent poverty that effects 
the physical condition of the school 
child should be recognized and met. A 
supplementary official should be ap- 
pointed, wherever the condition of the 
child seems to indicate the need, to go to 
the home and get acquainted with the 
situation. The State must insist upon 
the proper care of the body, proper food 
and dress, and proper housing of its 
scltool children. 

“An interesting condition presents it- 
self in the problem of immigrant fami- 
lies and their assimilation with Ameri- 
can ideas and standards. What we need 
is an admiration for the best qualities 
of cacji race, and by that admiration to 
cultivate these qualities till they become 
a component part of our American 
make-up. The process of adjustment 
between school and family is delicate 
and (lifficuU, but the objective point is 
clear — the complete development of the 
powers of the child."

AlilcriMcn Converse, Doherty, Hall, 
llolinos, Palmer anti \NVbstep were ab- 
sent at the last nicetinR of the altlcnncn 
on Momlay evening, at which quite a 
jinniber of interesting matters were di^' 
cussed. 

No one appeared at the hearings held 
on petitions of Fred M. Lowe to keep 
ifasolcne at 1354 Washington street, of 
H, K. Twombley ct al for removal of 3 
HTcs on Crescent avenue, and of the 
Telephone Company to locate 2 poles on 
Glcnvvood avemic. 

.•\ cominnnicalion from the Mayor re- 
questing certain transfers of appropria- 
tions, new appropriations of $^X) for 
the Health department and carrying for- 
ward certain balances to 1907. was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee and 
subsequently ordered on favorable re- 
port of that Committee. 

The report of the Registrars of Vot- 
ers of tlic result of the recount of votes 
ca.si for ward alderman in ward Three, 
slating that James R. Condrin had gain- 
ed one vote over the original count, was 
received and subsequently an order was 
adopted declaring the result of the re- 
cent city election. 

An important petition from John Low- 
ell ct nl, referred to the Committee on 
Rules, was for petition to the General 
Court to change tlie boundary line hc- 
tween Newton and Rrookline, to allow 
the town of Rrooklinc to purchase land 
of the Lowell estate to establish a play- 
ground. 

Petitions of George F. James and of, 
Alfred E. Alvord for renewal of their 
auctioneer licenses were granted. Petit- 
ion of Charles Hanna for reward offered 
for killing dog was referred to the 
Committee on Claims, while that of Id. 
Slicinian for junk license was referred 
to the Committee on Public Franchises. 

Hearings were ordered on January 7 
on the following petitions : 

Hans L. Tange for 2 H. P. gasolene 
engine on Waltham st.. Western Union 
Telegraph Co to attach twin wire to 
poles on certain streets : Telephone Co. 
for attachments on West st., Erie avc., 
Dalby st., Watertown st., Woodwarxl st., 
Camden road. Pine Ridge road, and for 
relocations on Lowell ave.. Gas Light 
Co. for attachments on Woodcliff road, 
Oakicigh road. Warren st., Stearns st., 
Ripley st. and Chase st. 

.An interesting discussion followed the 
introduction of an order requiring all 
dogs to be kept muzzled for six months, 
after advertisement of notice in the local 
papers. .Alderman Ellis favored the or- 
der saying that he had been inconsulta- 
tion with Dr. Peters of the State board, 
and that the Chestnut hill mad dog scare 
would justify the order. Alderman Wes- 
ton favored additional notice other than 
advertising and President Carter stated 
that the police had already requested 
residents of Chestnut hill to restrain 
their dogs. On motion of Alderman 
Rowen the “Town Crier’’ was added to 
the list of local papers. Dr. McLaughlin 
was then asked a few questions regard- 
ing the matter and said the condition 
was quite serious. Four dogs had already 
been killed on suspicion. Rabies might 
develop in 24 hours and the quarantine 
was 90 days. Dr. Peters was quoted as 
believing the muzzling should extend 
thruout the state. 

The order was then adopted and on 
motion of Alderman Weston the City 
Clerk was instructed to print and dis- 
tribute thru the police department, cop- 
ies of the order to every house in the 
city. 

On recommendation of the Claims 
committee, settlement of the Ferguson 
claim was authorized for $21.15. On rec- 
ommendation of the Finance Committee 
grants for city expenses to Dee. 31, of 
S1I.065.I8. grants for city expenses to 
Jan. 15, of $13,219., for interest of $17- 
312.50 due Jan. 1, 1907: crediting Water 
Construction with $11,000 received from 
land dantages and issuing $25,000 tem- 
porary loans for south side grade cros- 
sings, were authorized. 

On recommendation of the Kenrick 
Fund Committee the income of that fund 
for 1906 was ordered distributed accord- 
ing to the will of the donor. 

On recommendations of the Commit- 
tee on Public Works, trees were order- 
ed removed on Bellevue st., Derby st., 
and Cre.sccnt ave. .and hearings ordered 
for Jan 7 on laying out etc of Rogers st 
and Hyde st. 

On recommendations of the Commit- 
tee on Public Franchises, the Telephone 
Co was granleh an enlargement of its 
conduit on Washington st, ward 1, and 
attachments on Hawthorne ave and 
Langley road, the Gas Light Co was 
granted pole locations on Northgate 
Park and Newionvillc ave., and Mcllcn 
Bray a license to keen gasolene on Bea- 
con street. On recommendation of the 
.same committee, the Claflin estate was 
refused permit to move a building across 
Lowell avenue. 

The recommendatioti of the Commit- 
tee on Rules, that it was inexpedient to 
accept the act authorizing granting of 
police pensions was accepted, and a res- 
olution reported by the same Commit- 
tee. rc(]uc.sting the Mayor to reduce the 
duties and rcsi>on.sil)ilitics of the present 
Captain of Police and fix his salary pro- 
portionately, was adopted, 

The following report was received 
from the joint committee appointed to 
consider the matter of technical train- 
ing;— 

To the Board of Aldermen and the 
School Committee of the City of New- 
ton : — 

The Joint Committee on Technical 
Training and New High School Build- 
ing, appointed in April, 1906, by the 
Board of Aldermen and the School 
Committee lias investigated the condi- 
tions at the High School and studied the 
general subject of High School educa- 
tion as it is being developed and consid- 
ered at the present time. The facts and 
arguments set forth In the Report of 
Governor Douglas's Industrial Commis- 
sion have been carefully considered. 

The Committee has visited and in- 
spected, as a Committee or by repre- 
sentatives. many-up-to-date high schools 
among them the following; 

Rindge .Manual Training, Cambridge, 
Brookline Manual Training, 

S|>ringfield Technical High, 

Hartfonl High, with Manual Train- 
ing Dept., 

Hillliouse, — Roardinan High, New 
Haven, 

Brooklyn Manual Training, 

Manhattan Technical High for Girls, 
New York High School of Commerce 
for Bovs, 

Ktliical Culture School. New York, 
Indianapolis Manual Training High, 
McKinley Manual Training High, St. 
I.,ouis, 


Bradley polytechnic Institute, Peoria, 
Ills., 

Mcnomonic Schools, WIsconcin, 

Chicago University Schools. 

The Committee has intcrvciwcd many 
experts an<l recognized authorities on 
the subject of High School education, 
particularly technical education. 

The Committee presents the following 
Report and Recommendations: 

1. — 1. There is pressing ncc<l of in- 
creased high school accommodations as 
soon as they can be provided, which 
should not he later than September 1908. 

2. The nresent high school enroll- 
ment is 9/3, an increase of 45 over the 
enrollment al this lime a year ago. 

3. The increase for the last six yeaes 
has been from forty to fifty a year. 

4. F.vcry room in the High School is 
occupied. Two teachers arc without 
regular class rooms, and they have to 
niovc about from room to room, whcrc- 
cver a room can he found vacant for a 
period. 

H. Instead of providing for the con- 
tinued growth of the present school in 
its various departments, it is recom- 
mended that a technical school for boys 
and girls he established, which shall 
take the commercial department, now 
luimhcring about 200. out of the present 
school, and which will undouhtc<lly at- 
tract a part of entering classes in the 
futurv. 

By a technical school is meant a 
school which shall give instruction in 
mechanic arts, — mechanical drawing, 
pattern making, and wood and metal 
working of various kinds; — It shall also 
give hro<ad and practical training in 
household arts, especially cooking and 
.sewing, and home ccoiiimics; in addi- 
tion it shall give instruction in most or 
all the regular academic subjects, ex- 
cept Greek. 

Some reasons for recommending the 
c.stablishmcnt of a technical school : 

I. The State law requires manual 

training as part of the high .school sys- 
tem. i 

Z Most pupils, boys and girls, would 
be benefitted by son\c work in manual 
training, which would serve to supple- 
ment and complement the almost purely 
intcUcctural training of our present 
school. 

3. Tn a school of this kind many pupils 
would get a good education, who are 
little benefitted by the kind of work fur- 
nished in the present school, and who 
either do not enter the present school, 
or. having entered, usually drop out 
within the first year or two. 

4. Wiith the present demands of soci- 
ety it is the province of the school to af- 
ford suitable opportunity for pupils to 
fit themselves for domestic, industrial, 
technical, and commercial pursuits, as 
well as for professional and clerical 
work. 

It is the experience of well-established 
technical schools that their graduates 
are much better prepared to engage at 
once successfully in the work of the 
world than arc graduates of classical 
and English schools. Not only arc tech- 
nical graduates sought, at good wages, 
for technical and mechanical occupa- 
tions, but they are given strong prefer- 
ence even for mercantile and clerical 
positions. 

Of those who are to continue their 
education beyond the High School, in- 
creasing numbers arc finding it advan- 
tageous to fit in technical schools, not 
only for higher schools of technology, 
but even for the colleges and tinivcr- 
sitic.s. 

TIL For the technical school it is 
recommended that there be erected a 
building distinct from the present build- 
ing, but near it. This technical school 
building .should be complete in itself, 
containing, in addition to the strictly 
technical departments, all the class 
rooms, laboratories, etc., necessary for 
carrying on all academic work of the 
school. It should also contain rooms 
suitable for the commercial department. 

It should contain a library, reading- 
room, teachers' rooms, principal’s offi- 
ces, and all provisions necessary for the 
complete and independent organization 
of the school. 

Reasons for separate building and 
separate organization; 

A. The practically universal experi- 
ence of schools, and the universal testi- 
mony of those who have had e.xpcricnce 
in the organization of technical schools, 
and technical departments, in connection 
with, or separate from academic schools, 
is strongly in favor of separate orgniza- 
tion and distinct schools, wherever the 
number of pupils is sufficient to form 
two schools of reasonable size. 

Experience shows that both schools, 
but particularly the technical school, 
prosper Better under separate organiza- 
tion. 

1. In its own building, with its own 
faculty, its own ideals, it establishes a 
place for itself, as it docs not do when 
It exists as a department of another 
school. 

2. Linger hours are necessary for tech 
nical schools than for academic schools. 
There are serious difficulties in having 
two parts of same school observing dif- 
ferent hours. 

B. Arguments that may be advanced 
in favor of .a single organization of 
whole high school plant have little, or 
no weight, under the conditions we have 
to meet here. 

1. There is the argumen of economy in 
the building,— owing to necessary dupli- 
cation of laboratories and class-rooms 
with separate establishments. 

Under our comlilions no such econo- 
my could be effected, as it would be nec- 
essary to provide just as many .and as 
large laboratories and class-rooms, were 
the leelmical school to form but a de- 
parlmcnt of the whole high school. The 
laboratories of the present building arc 
none too large nor too many to provide 
for the scientific work in the academic 
school. The same is true of the class- 
rooms. Of course, for a few years after 
the erection of the new building, there 
will bo unused rooms in both buildings. 
That is ns it should be; provision for 
growth for the next six or eight years, 
at least, sliould be made. The erection 
of a building, nr of an addition to the 
present building, which would contain 
only rooms for the strictly tecliiiical 
work, would do very little indeeil toward 
relieving the growing congestion in the 
present building, as the purely technical 
I work forms but a small part of the en- 
tire work, even of those pupils who take 
a full technical course. 

2. The argument of economy in ad- 
iniiiistmtinn maintains that only one 
high salaried head Is needed with a sin- 
gle organization. Also that heads of 
departments and teachers of different 
subjects can be employed to belter ail- 
vantage in a single organization. 

Little, if any, economy could be ef- 
fected under united management, with 
the numbers x>f pupils with which we 


have, to (leal. Bocanse: — 

a. It will require just .as able a mao 
to serve ns the licad of the technical dc- 
paHment, as it will to he principal of the 
technical .school. It will be c.istcr to get 
and to retain the right man in an indc- 
f'cndent than in a subordinate position. 
And the man's salary <as principal need 
he little, if any, larger than it would 
have to be .ns subordinate. 

h. Each school will be large enough 
to require for its management and su- 
pervision, its own principal. 

c. There will be no economy in the 
teaching force, with as many pupils as 
we have, several teachers are now em- 
ployed in every department of the pres- 
ent High School. .A technical and com- 
mercial .schrxtl wilt he so large from the 
first that one or more teachers will be 
required in every department of that 
scliool. 

3. Arguments arc sometimes raised 
to the effect that a single school 
tends to discourage and obliterate class 
distinctions. 

Theoretically, just as strong argii- 
ments in favor of the opposite effect, 
can he made. Practically, experience 
seems to be on the .side of separate 
schools. 

A man of long experience in the work 
of technical high schools makes the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“It is oilon claimed that the organi- 
zation of separate manual training 
schools is a move toward the establisli- 
incnt of class education. Observation 
of several years has convinced me that 
the directly opposite result is the true 
otic. The mingling of classical students 
with all that associates itself with tb.at 
line of work under the same roof with 
those who arc devoting thcmcslvcs m.ain- 
ly to pnictical studies, encourages the 
(irqwing of a line of class distinction; 
and because of cdtic.itional traditions 
and also because the children of wealthy 
parents arc more inclined to choose the 
classical studies, we find in these schools 
the classical cour.se c.xaltcd unduly, 
tempting many who would not otherwise 
be so tempted to strive to lift themselves 
ill the social scale by choosing those 
courses, 'while looking down upon their 
more sensible schoolmates who arc will- 
ing to accept the so-called industrial 
stiKlics. In separate high schools, or- 
ganized along the classical line or the 
commercial line or the manual training 
line, all this idea of class distinction is 
set aside because there is nothing in the 
organization of this school or in the 
character of its program to call atten- 
tion to such distinctions. If •they ever 
existed in the minds of the pupils, they 
arc forgotten from d.ay to day and so 
amount to little or nothing. Whereas 
they arc almost always present in the 
large high schools in which these various 
natural lines of division arc marked out 
in courses carried on under the same 
roof.’’ 

With a separate plant and organiza- 
tion for the two schools, suitable oppor- 
nitv should be offered any pupils in the

At the meeting of the Social Science 
Club oil Dec. 12 Mr. James P. Munroc 
of Boston, who presided at the recent 
sessions of the Social Education Con- 
gress, gave .an address upon “Manual 
and Industrial Training.” In opening 
Mr. Monroe congratulated the Club upon 
its early vision of a sphere of usefulness 
hitherto untrod and expressed the opin- 
ion that social science is the great held 
for wornen. He recalled his own school 
day.s, his vivid recollection of his first 
lesson in arithmctric when the deductive 
method was in force and his despair of 
ever being able to learn the "rules.” I 
These remembrances have led him to 
work out a system in which the child 
should be saved the discouragements of 
the old methods. The subject he divides 
into four classes: manual training, In- 
dustrial training, teclintcil or trade, and 
icchnoligical or professional. Manual 
includes the training of the hand, eye, 
touch and all the senses, and the co-or^ 
dination of them to he mental faculties. 
Industrial seeks to give the child experi- 
ence and skill in the fundamental pro- 
cesses. Technical gives skill and insight 
into special branches, while the techno- 
logical training applies these principles 
to the great arts and industries. 

Manual training is the fundamental 
thing. It is introduced into the schools 
to supply for the boys the training which 
the country boy formerly received from 
his work about the farm. The idea of 
education has entirely changed in the 
last few years. Now it includes the co- 
ordination of all the -faculties and not 
merely the training of the mental. The 
child learns by doing, by giving him a 
chance to create something he ffiids out 
for himself. Manual training develops 
culture; no true culture is gamed where 
only one side is developed. It is abso- 
lutely essential to the development of 
character, for in making something tan- 
gible the boy cannot escape his ignor- 
ance, negligence and laziness, for he 
must show his finished product to the 
teacher. In this way honesty is culti- 
vated. It is the business of the school 
to create good citizens and they are not 
good citizens until they can earn an hon- 
est living, therefore the school should fit 
the b^s and girls to earn honest liv- 
ing. The period between fourteen to 
sixteen years is a critical one for the 
children of the poor. The law releases 
them from school at the earlier age but 
the trades do not receive them until the 
sixteenth year, so the opportunity of 
employment is limited to kinds that 
give chance for picking up much from 
llie streets that is likely to bring their 
ruin. As a remedy for these things Mr. 
Monroe would have manual training be- 
gun in early grades of the grammar 
school xind kept up through the course; 
then during that period between fourteen 
and sixteen he would give them indus- 
trial training in the fundamental pro- 
cesses and then let the great manufac- 
turing centers start trade schools where 
the children can be taught .some specific 
trade which will fit them for earning a 
respectable living. The classes shouUI 
be much smaller that the teacher may 
come in close contact with the scholars 
and be able to take personal interest in 
them, so that the narciits may appreci- 
ate that it is worth while for the chil- 
dren to remain In school this longer 
time, Mr. Munroc would have it ar- 
rangc<l that much of the siipplcmcntarv 
training might be gained in night school's 
or m the trade school on half time that 
inc child might work the other half. 
The discussion that followed was fu'J 
of interest and the members felt that 
ihc morning was all too short. There 
were a large number of guests includ- 
ing the nresidents of several of the other, 
clubs of Newton.

Newton Women’s Educaiional Club on 
Dee. 14, Miss Helena S. Dudley, bead 
worker at Dennison House, spoke of the 
work done by the College Scttlomeius 
and especially of that at Dennison 
House. The first College Settlement 
vva.s established about Uvenly years ago. 
M Dennison House there arc at pre.sein 
troin twelve to fourteen rcsidciu work- 
ers and from forty to fifty workers from 
outside; some of the.se arc paid, some 
give their time and pay board at the 
I louse, while others, the non-residents, 
give their services. That this work i:i 
appreciated and is of value to the com- 
munity is shown by ilic fact that from 
SIX) to KX)l) people come to the House 
weekly for classes and clubs. The work 
includes clubs for little children who 
come for (ilay, housework and sewing 
classes for older girls, carpentry, b.as- 
ketry, sloyd for llic boys. After four- 
old they come to evening 
clubs. Tlierc is a Shakespeare club for 
older boys and they have given several 
of the plays in very creditable luauuer. 

I lien there are clubs for me women and 
college extension classes for those who 
Nvork in the shops. Miss Diulley holds 
that it is not alwavs necessary nor <le- 
.sirahle to te.ach these working pctiple

Culver was a^dsted by Mr, Iv H 
Thompson, formerly connected with the 
Interior De|)artmeut, Wa.diington, D. 
C., and Mr. George Breck, simerintcn- 
dent of the Yellowstone Park Transpor- 
lation Company. 


POOR SERVICE 

A dozen or more Newton residents 
including Alderman Weston, R. C. Em- 
ery, L. P. Bowers, H. R. Viets, HcnT7 
Haake, W. H. Partridge, W. C. Bates, 
R. E. Mandcll, and T. K. Eustis, were 
present last Monday morning at the 
nearing given by the Railroad Commis- 
sioners at their Boston office on the 
charges made by Mr. Eustis against the 
management of the Boston Elevated 
Railway. 

The charges were substantially as fol- 
lows : — 

That none of the cars on fhc Cottage 
Farm-Newton line are sufficiently liglit- 
ed, oven when all the lamps arc in u.-sc 
and including cars with 16-lamps: — that 
those cars are ‘ habiiually'’ without heal 
between certain hours in the afternoon, 
and have been for at least two years 
(passengers are informed by the conduc- 
tors that the Company did not allow 
them to use the heal between 4 and 7 in 
the afternoon) that delays and dis- 
putes between conductors and motor- 
men have been common and frequent at 
Oak Square, — that unnecessary and vex- 
atious delays arc caused by the frequent 
changing of conductors and motonnen 
between Oak Squ.arc and Newton, fre- 
quently causing an hour’s time lo he 
consumed between Park street and 
Newton: — that complaints of this ser- 
vice have been frequent during the past 
two or three years, and that complaints 
have not been treated with the consider- 
ation to which they were entitled, inas- 
niuch as no action had been taken to 
iinjirove the conditions complained of. 

General Bancroft explained the atti- 
tude of the railway company. He said 
the company recognized all the obliga- 
tions slated by the complainants and 
that it did not wish to antagonize any- 
body; but that two years ago the New- 
ton City Government had taken meas- 
ures to restrict the number of cars that 
could be run to Nonantuni Sq. because 
of the obstruction occasioned for other 
traffic by reason of cars standing in die 
square. The company agreed that more 
cars were needed on the line. The gen- 
eral said in response to a suggestion 
from Wiliam C. Bates that it would be 
possible to run the cars through Nonan- 
tum square to Watertown square, un- 
less this, in the opinion of the Railroad 
Commission, would involve waste of 
mileage. The company had never deem- 
ed it necessary. 

It was complained that many cars af- 
ter finishing their run to Nonantum 
stjuare return to Oak square barns 
empty, refusing to pick up would-be pas- 
sengers who merolv want to ride as far 
as the car goes. General Bancroft said, 
Uiai if this was so, it was an absolute 
infraction of orders, that conductors had 
frequently been disciplined for such re- 
fusals, and that every passenger car that 
was moving was supposed to carry pas- 
sengers for the part of the route which 
It covered. Complainants urged that 
these refusals hau been going on for 
years, and that when the conductors an- 
nounced that the cars were bound for 
the barns only, they did it in such a 
manner that would-be passengers under- 
stood that no one was expected to ride. 

Some question arising as to how ef- 
fectively the patrons had attempted to 
bring their complaints to the attention 
ot the railway officials, Chairman jack- 
son read from General Bancroft's letter 
replying to the charges, in which the 
general stated that no complaint had 
been sent "to this office" for a consid- 
erable time. The general said he meant 
by that phrase, rhe president’s office of 
the company; but the chairman and the 
complainants understood that he had 
meant that no complaints had been made 
to the company through any of its offi- 
cials. and this was gainsaid by appeals 
tor improvement made from time to 
lime to Superintendent of Transporta- 
tion Rugg, Vice President Sergeant, and 
others. 

The general said he personally had not 
been made aware of rhese complaints 
when they came in, and Mr. Eustis, who 
headed the complainants, seized on this 
aiiswer to substantiate his charge that 
President Bancroft, the executive head 
01 the company, was often "kept in ig- 
norance’ of charges of poor service 
made against the road. Here followed 
a lively controvesy as to the proper pro- 
cedure with complaints, out of which 
rhe general at length emerged with the 
declaration that if complaints made to 
subordinate officers failed to bring the 
desired remedy, it would be only proper 
to send them along to the executive 
head of the company and make sure 
that Ik* ha.s had a chance to act before 
carrying the case to the Railroad Com- 
mi.Ssion. 

Beside Mr. Eustis and Mr. Bates, Wil- 
Partridge. Thomas Weston. R. 
W. Bartlett and Levi P. Bowers spoke 
for the complainants. .An important 
•Item of grievance was the situation at 
Oak square car house. It was asserted 
that plenty of cars ran as far as Oak 
^nare, but only a few ran beyond to 
Nonantum square. It was staled that it 
was the custom for car crews to shift at 
Oak square, and that the men leaving 
the car there would often have pro- 
tracted and heated disputes with other 
ernployees as lo which crew oiiglit lo 
lo Nonantum s<iuare. 
This was one source of delay. Another 
wa.s the shifting of crews on the street, 
between Oak square and the Newton 
terminus. 

General Bancroft sai<l that we endeav- 
or to keep our schedule and if the prop- 
er c:ir IS delaycil, a set back car is start- 
ed at the schedule lime and the crews 
change whenever the cars meet. This 
practise is a convenience to the public, 
rather than an inconvenience. The 
General further said that he would run 
more cars tomorrow, if the Newton au- 
thorities would consent. 

Mr. Bowers also called attention to 
Che crowding of the open cars on ac- 
count of the guar<l rail recently placed 
on the m.si(le of the car, and to the dirt 
found under the smokers seats. 

J. C. Brimblecom pointed out that 
some of the blockade of cars in Nonan- 
tum s(|u:ire could he avoided if a change 
were made in the location^ of cross- 
overs. so as to give the cars that are 
about to be retired to tlie bariLs a cliance 
to discharge passengers and run hack to 
uiik s<|uare without wailing for iJie cars 
that are about to start a Boston trio to 
get out of tlie way.

No Strike 


In a meeting of the coal teamsters' 
local 328 held Sunday afternoon in Hi- 
bernian hall, Nonantum building, it was 
reported that all but four coal dealers 
in Newton, Watertown and Watham had 
partly conceded to the demands which 
were last week made by the teamsters, 
and it was voted to call off the general 
strike which was threatened. 

The teamsters asked for Saturday 
half holidays six months of the year, 
quitting work promptly at 12 o'clock, 
and June 17 as a holiday. Heretofore 
they have had Saturday half holidays 
three months of the year. 

All but the four dealers referred to 
partly conceded to these demands by 
granting half holidays five months and 
agreeing to the other requests. This 
proposition was met with warm discus- 
sion but it was finally voted to accept it.

I understand that the proposition to 


. establish a Manual Training School, 
along with the High School Annex, has ' 
liccii left by tlic Committee to the Board 
' of Alderman for such action as they con- 
I siller proper. 

! During the last ft'** vears it has been 
I a part of my business to visit every inc- 
■ chaiiical cstahlishmcnt which I could 
I reach, especially all the Training schoojs. 
The habit of observation, which has hc- 
I come fixed with me, has led me to make 
a careful study of construction and 
e()uipmont in the different shops that I 
I visit. In many of them there have been i 
I serious mistakes, evitlcntly from a lack 
of knowledg*^ of what is right, and wish- I 
ing that our city may have the best for 1 
the money, I \vonl<l like the privilege of 
a hearing by those in authority, before it 
is too late. i 

The present shortage In skilled work- ! 
men. and the restrictive rules of the la- 
bor unions regarding apprentices, is hav- 
ing a serious effect on the business of the 
state which must be recognized and 
remedied before it works further injury. 

It is impossible for a young man to be- 
come an all round workman in any shop 
in the country today, from the fact that 
all shops arc specialized, the same man 
doing the same work as much as possi- 
ble. 

The pre-eminence of New England is 
largely due to its mechanics of the past; 
to retain this proud position a radical 
change must be made at once or the 
prestige so long and deservedly hcr.s, 
will be lost. It can be done only by en- 
couraging and educating mechanics to 
take the place of those now passing. The 
Training and Technical Schools are am- 
ple to remedy the evil if taken in time 
and properly managed. 

The coming of the Automobile has 
given a great impetus in the right direc- 
tion, and the man who ten years ago 
would scorn to admit any knowledge of 
mechanics, will today have a feeling of 
pride if able to fix his own machine. As 
every boy expects to own an Automobile 
long before he becomes President, his 
mechanical education has to be provided 
for. 

The chief object in educating the aver- 
age child is to enable him to get a living 
and be a good citizen. Many unwise 
parents object to having their dear ones 
soil their hands, so elect to have them 
join the already overcrowded ranks of 
the professions, This must stop, as it is 
an unhealthy state of affairs when ma- 
chine shops with an overplus of orders 
arc unable to get workmen to fill them, 
and hundreds of y'oung lawyers and doc- 
tors are vainly waiting for business that 
will keep them from starving. 

The training school ts the hope of the 
state and the nation; see to it that the 
one in Newton is started right and con- 
ducted as it should be.

Ice Carnival

Not infrequently some phase of social 
service is d«*vv*loped in a community, so 
quietly and gradually, th^t it Has accom- 
plished much, before the public has bc- 
; come fully awsre of its character and 
purpose. Such, it is believed is the rec- 
ord of the Nonantum Day Nursery. 
Established in the heart of the Nonan- 
tum District, last August, by three >*oung 
women whose efforts in behalf of the 
Girls’ Oiib at Nonantum had revealed 
to them the great need of such a work 
there, the Nurse^-y was successfully ad- 
mini.stered by them, throughout the 
summer. Having proven, by that surest 
of tests, experience, that the courage and 
vision which had been exercised in at- 
tonypting the task had been justified by 
the results, these pioneers set about 
forming an Association to a.<tsumc the 
entire management of the affairs of the 
Day Nursery. 

At the first meeting of the Executive 
Board, recently heUI, most encouraging 
reports were given of the progress of the 
work. 

.Additional rfioms have been secured, 
so that the Nursery miw occupies the 
entire first floor of n house. located cen- 
trally in the district which it is intended 
to serve : near the trolley linc.s, and com- 
munding the use of a large yard,— an es- 
sential requisite for a well-equipped Day 
Nursery. The roomp arc nearly fur- 
nished by generous gifts from interested 
friends in S'onanium, Newton. Newton- 
ville and West Newton. Gift-s from 
children, such as the putting up of hooks 
in the coat room by two boys, suggest to 
many a mother a splendid outlet for the 
benevolent imputses of her children. 

Donations of coal, potatoes, apples, 
toys, etc., have also been received. From 
members of the Board of Directors ennte 
the cheering report of a goodly number 
of annual subscribers to the fund needed 
to ensure the support of the Nursery. 

Rut even more satisfactory than these 
material evidences of the success of this 
enterprise is the certainty iliat the Day 
Nursery is fulfilling its mission by iiiin- 
islenng to the chihlccn and mothers who 
have long iicedod jii«vt such neighborly 
service as this. During the first days of 
ilic week, from twenty-four to twenty- 
seven children attend the Nursery, the 
number dropping by Fritlny to fiheen or 
sixteen, while on Saturday, the average 
allcndancc is twelve. Not only i.s the 
Niirser>' visited daily by at least one 
member of the Itoard of Visitors, hut 
the .Association counts among its officers 
an Investigator, who. with an assi.siatu, 
carefully studies the interests both of the 
children and the .\.ssuciation. cu-op<Tat- 
ing with the matnm in an effort to se- 
cure the be-t results possible. 

The Executive RoartI is confident that 
a visit to the Nursery will convince, even 
the most skeptical of the need and value 
of this iLirticiilnr form of neighborly ser- 
vice. 

Such visits are the more dcsiretl l>e- 
cause, iliroiigh the niemiKTs of the Hoard 
of Dirccttirs, meinhersliips in the Asso- 
ciation will be solicited.

The opciung uf the technical school 
would probably reduce the numbers in 
ihc present Bchool to 700. 

This would leave room for an increase 
uf about .mo in each building. 

The rate of increase for the last five 
ytnri, in the prsscrrt school, has been 
forty to fifty a year. Present conditions 
of increase in total school population in 
the city continuing, a technical school 
woulrl probably bring the annual high 
I sdiool increase up to 100. Such has 
' liecn the effect of technical schools in 
otiicr places. At that rate of increase, 
the capacity of the schools would be 
reached in six years. 

We now loose alioiit fifty pupils from | 
each grade from the seventh through the 
second year in High School. If the 
technical school saved one-fourth only 
of these — a low estimate — that would 
mean an additional increase over the 
present of fifty or sixty pupils per year. 
Places that have had the experience, es- 
timate tliat al>out one-half the enroll- 
ment in the technical school consists of 
pupils wlio. but for that kind of school, 
would not be in high school at all 
V. It is recommended finally that the 
architects for the proposed building be 
selccte(i without the customary compe- 
tition through the presentation of plans. 

This building presents a problem 
which must be worked out with the 
greatest patience and care not alone 
from the architectural, but more espec- 
ially from Ihc educational point of view. 
Reference cannot be made to standard 
types of buildings of this kind, as can be 
readily done when a grammar school is 
to be designed, for there are no such 
standard buildings. 

There are, scattered about over the 
country, a considerable number of tech 
nical high school buildings, but these 
differ much. Each one represents an ef- 
fort to meet local conditions, on the one 
hand, and the requirements of technical 
education as conceived by the designer, 
on the other. 

Technical education Is a live subject, 
more studied and discussed than any 
other educational topic today. A tech- 
nical liigli school in Newton ought to 
represent the results of the best experi- 
ence and the highest wisdom as devel 
oped up to the very day of opening the 
school; it ought also to meet the peculiar 
local conditions. ' 

The plans for such a building can best 
be worked out step by step by a single 
firm of competent architects who shall 
be in constant consultation with the city 
and school authorities. 

Summary of Recommendations. 

1. The erection of a technical .high 
school building, a complete school in it- 
self. distinct from the present high 
school building, but near it. 

2. The purely technical departments of 
the building to be constructed on a scale 
to accommodate 1000 pupils; the re- 
mainder of the building to be sufficient 
for 700 pupils, but so designed that addi 
tions can be made bringing the total ca- 
pacity of the complete plant up to 1000 

3. The selection of one architect, or 
firm of architects, without the usual 
competition, to work out witit Che city 
and school authorities the plans for this 
building.

Mr. Powers : Mr. Toastmaster, Mr. 
President, ladies and gentlemen : I thank 
you for your very cordial greeting, if I 
were a candidate for office I should look 
upon it ns a very feasible hope. I have 
waited twenty-five years for an invita- 
tion to Newton Centre, it has come at 
last. I do not even know why I was in- 
vited except that it was convenient to 
get me. They tell the story you know 
of the youn? dentist who hung his sign 
on his office in Boston, and one of his 
first patients who came in was a man 
from the country who said he had two 
troublesome bade teeth, and so the den- 
tist put him under the influence of ga.s 
instead of taking out the back teeth he 
took out two front teeth, and when the 
gentlen)an became conscious he noticed 
that two front teeth were removed and 
the two back ones were in oUce, — he did 
not know whether to speak to the den- 
tist or not, but finally deciding it was a 
personal matter he said, ‘T told you to 
take out two back teeth” and he said. 
“Yes, I remember you did.” He said, 
“Whv did you take out the front ones, 
then? ” The demist said. "Because they 
were kind of handy to get at.” So 1 was 
invited because I was handy to get at. 

I notice they are all office holders here 
tonight, they arc all drawing salaries or 
aboyt to draw salaries from the Com- 
monwealth. I am the only one who has 
to work for a living, and vet, it is not 
nuite true that I hold no office. When I 
retired from politics some two years ago 
I felt the necessity for a little closer re- 
lation with Church and I attended my 
Church three Sundays in succession, and 
the nein^hbors so noted it. and at the next 
annual meeting I was elected a member 
of the Joint Standing Committee In the 
Unitarian Church. I understand that is 
the same a« being Deacon in the Ortho- 
dox Church. They tell the story that 
some year.s a*^o when wc sent from one 
of the Districts a Unitarian Clcrg^-man 
to the House. Speaker Reed said, "What 
line of business is your Mr. Barrows en- 
gaged in?” He was answered. "He Is a 
Unitarian preacher.” Mr. Reed an- 
swered. "You don’t say so, I had alw'ays 
as^med he was a religious man.” I like 
to tell this story in a Baptist community. 

But really it is a great pleasure to 
have an opportunity to talk, your toast- 
master said I lived by talking. The only 
thing I get out of the continual talking 
is my dinner, I am like a dog, I speak 
for my dinner, and sometimes I get a 
good dinner and sometimes a poor one. 
but I have to make always a good 
speech. You know someone has said 
that the real difference between optimism 
and pessimism is one cocktail. Fifteen 
minutes ago I would not have dared to 
have said that in Newton Centre, but 
when I took up this list of songs and 
found you up here singing this stein 
song why I feel as if I could say almost 
anything. But it is a pleasure that I do 
not often enjoy, of having an opportu- 
nity to talk with the ladies. The ladies 
sometimes talk to me but I rarely ever 
reply. There have been tw’o stories told 
which really reflect on the ladies, now 
this story does not reflect on the lady, 
but it docs reflect credit on the husband 
I met a friend of mine whose wife had 

? ow«rs of conversation well developed, 
le said, "I have not spoken to my wife 
for over three years.” I said. "Charles, 
how doc.s that happen?” He said. "I do 
not want to interrupt her.” I cotih! talk 
to the ladie.s tonight for I feel certain 
they will not reply to me this time, 1 
may hear from it later on. 

Someway it seems to me that Newton 
Centre has changed, when I came to live 
in Newton some twenty-five years ago 
I used to think that Newton Centre was 
better than any other part of Newton, I 
suppose I associated you with the Theo- j 
logical Seminary, and when I tnel New | 
ton Centre men I treated them with very ' 
great respect. After a while I became i 
acquainted with quite a number of gen- 1 
tiemen who were Newton Centre born i 
and I cmihl not see that the Theological ' 
Seminary had any effect on them and the 
longer I have come to know you the 
more I am inclined to think that very 
few of you live on the Hill. A frieiul of 
mine went down in Maine last Summer 
fishing riiul he went into a little hamlet 
where there were only alvuit ton houses 
ami there were two fine Churches there. 
He said to a lady there that ho shouhl 
not think they would need two churches, 
the lady saiil they did not but those two 
chttrehes were the result of an old re- 
ligious quarrel which took olace a num- 
ber of year*, ago ami the Church divid- 
ed. Hr a^l«*d what the trouble was and 
she said "Total depravity." Me askeij 


what was the difference and she said i 
those who go to the church on the hill i 
believe Adam fell and those who go to 1 
the church in the hollow believe he was ( 
bad from the start. Now, I am not go- < 
ing to say that you arc bad from the ^ 
start, I am going to say that you arc a ( 
modern Baptist community and I think I 
you have 'gone along a little more rapidly i 
than the other parts of Newton. i 

Some years ago you stole our Post I 
Office from us, 1 know the two men who i 
accomplished that, one is present to- i 
night and the other left his law practice ( 
and is now devoting his entire time to I 
the cause of religion in the Episcopal i 
Church. Ever since wc have been walk- I 
ing two miles for stamps and to mail < 
our Ictter.s, but I have a suggestion to 
make to you, ina-smuch as you have 
taken the Post Office that you give us in : 
exchange this Theological Seminary. 
The Seminary would feel more at home i 
in my end of the town and you could ' 
keep Uic Post Office. 1 

Of cottrse wc arc all neighbors and 1 
yet we do not know what our neighbors 
think about us. There used to be a sec- ; 
tionalism between Newton Centre and 
Newton Corner. One man said it was 
very difficult to know what his neigh- 
bors thought about him, and the other 
said, ‘T came pretty near finding out 
what my ncight^rs thought of me, but 
the jury dis, agreed. 

After all I want to congratulate you 
Villagers as you call yourselves upon 
this splendid organization, you call it an i 
Improvement Society. At my end of ilio 
town we have no Improvement Society, 
wc do not need it. I remember when I 
first came here to live I built a house , 
and painted it, we had a very hot sum- 
mer and the paint looked thin. One day 
one of the neighbors said, “Are ^’Oti go- 
ing to paint your house?” I said, “No. 

I didn’t think I would.” He said. "Well, 

I have been talking it over with the 
neighbors and we think you ought to.” 
.■\ikI I painted my house and do ns my 
neighbors think 1 ought to ever since. 

It is a little different with you up here, 
you do not follow the advice of your 
neighbors, you get together and form 
trusts and start to improve this end of 
the town. I do not think this en<l of 
the town need improvement. I un- 
derstand one of the first things wa.s to 
abolish the grade crossings and in at- 
tempting to do that you have knocked 
I the bottom out of Crystal Lake and the 
water has all run away. Now you do 
not want to lose the water supply of the 
town. 

There have been suggestions here to- 
night that your street raitw'ay service 
rs not satisfactory. You do not want 
your streets filled with cars, you do not 
want a five cent fare to Boston, you do 
not want apartment houses" springing 
up here, and if you get nil lhe.se things 
here you may get too many. Now I am 
not going to talk about the street rail- 
way question because I have not been 
employed to do it, I do want to say, 
however, that it give.s me pleasure to 
see the civic pride in Newton Centre, I 
knew some time ago that you were mov- 
ing up here, I saw the class of men who 
were leaving my end of the town and 
coming up here. When Licut.«Col. 
Morton Cobb moved I knew there would 
be something doing, but you do not want 
to undertake to control the politics of 
the town. 

Now I am pleased that our Senator 
is here tonight. I do not know how he 
got elected. I do not know how it hap- 
pened. One of the poets says 

"There is a slide 
In the affairs of man 

Which taken at its tide 
Leads to the State Senate.” 

.•\n<l Brother Vahey struck that slide 
and I predict that he will make a good 
public senator. This year the Republi- 
cans voted the Democratic ticket and the 
Democrat.s voted the Republican ticket, 
but 1 will predict that Senator will make 
a good senator, that vou will never know 
whether ho is Republican or Democrat, 
that he will serve his district and serve 
it well, and another year he may be 
elected, I will not sav but I may vote 
for him myself and if he votes on any- 
thing the way I tell him to I am bound 
to. 

With reference to this Mr. Jones, who 
has just got into politics, Seward is go- 
ing to advise the Council, tltev control 
the policy of the State and the Governor 
has to do what the Council says and 
Seward I will say that you will control 
the Council, which controls the Govern- 
or. therefore you will control the State. 

( noticed one thing about the last 
speaker. Mr. Bishop, that I did not ex- 
actly like, I noticed that when he got 
through talking about one-third of the 
audience started for the <loor. and said 
“Wc will go home now. Bishop has 
spoken.” That shows what a hold ho 
has on the people. 

This organization is evidence of tho 
civic pride of Newton Centre, you have 
starte(l right, pou have to work by co- 
operation, and I have no question but 
you \yill go forward and make a success 
of this. More than that, you will bring 
people together and you will promote 
that kindly feeling that should exist 
among men. Someone has said that the 
last century was ns indu.strial century 
and th.-it this is to be one of humanity, 
when there will be greater cooperation. 
You are doing your part and I only wish 
mv end of the town and all other parts 
of Newton would show the same pride 
in their City as you arc showing in this 
splendid organization. 

A most enjoyable part of the program 
was the reading of letters from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Senator Lodge and Con- 
gres.snian Weeks. The letters follow : —

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Better R. R. Service 

The people of this city had an excel- 
lent opportunity last week Thursday 
evening to air the numerous annoying 
delays and tribulations which almost 
everyone has experience doing the past 
few weeks on both the steam and elec- 
tric roads. The meeting was held in 
Bray small hall Newton Centre atid was 
under the auspices of the Newton Cen- 
tre Improvement Association. President 
Matt B. Jones was in the chair and de- 
spite the inclement weather the hall was 
well filled. 

The annoyances caused by the delays 
and accidents on the steam road was the 
first subject. 

There is a movement among those 
higher up in the New York Central man- 
agement to sidetrack Boston,” asserted 
Ex-Senator A. L. Harwood. “Public 
sentiment is all that is needed to bring 
about a reform,” he continued. “ and 
we do not propose to have freight and 
passenger t rams continually delayed. 
These conditions did not exist under the 
former management of the old Boston 
& Albany road and there is no excuse 
for them happening now,” said he. He 
asserted that he believed it would do no 
good now to complain to the Boston au- 
thorities of the road and that the only 
effective method left would be to make 
a “noise” that would be heard in New 
York. 

George S. Smith related how ship- 
ments made over the New York Central 
road had constantly been delayed of late. 
"This is not a complaint of only Newton 
Centre but of all New England," he de- 
clared amid applause. He said that a 
committee appointed to take up the sit- 
uation before the railroad commission 
would find itself crowned with glory. 

Hon. J. M. W. Hall said that certain 
provisions requiring a maintenance of 
good transportation facilities under 
which the New York Central road was 
operating in this vicinity had been ab- 
solutely ignored by the railroad. “This 
is one of the most long suffering com- 
munities I was ever in”, he declared, 
but hastened to add that he thought 
Newton Centre one of the prettiest sub- 
urbs in the country which ^e had ever 
visited. 

Samuel Ward wanted more clocks on 
the South Station in Boston. “The 
present clock is always fast”, he said 
and he humorously related some of his 
experiences in running for a train to 
Newton Centre and after finally getting 
aboard being shifted to another track 
and delayed more than half an hour in 
getting started out of the station yards. 
He wanted the committee to mention 
the matter of more clocks to the commis 
sioners. 

A committee was appointed to inves- 
tigate the railroad situation, consisting 
of William M. Noble, chairman. Hon. 
J. M. W. Hall. Geo. S. Smith, Wm. M. 
Flanders, Endicoit P. Saltonstall and 
A. E. Alvord. 

The street railway situation also 
brought out vigorous comment. 

Mr. Burton P. Gray said “we are not 
here to hurl invective at this road. We 
probably have all of us done more or 
less of that when we have had to wait 
a h.alf hour, or have been refused the 
right to ride on some car we thought we 
had a right to ride on. We are here to 
consider just what is best to be done 
to give us proper service. We recognize 
that a street railway corporation has its 
rights. An immense amount of money 
has been contributed in the purchase of 
its stock, and used to build and equip 
the road, and it takes lots of money to 
maintain a proper railroad. We all be- 
lieve that those who have invested their 
money in this service should in justice 
receive fair compensation on their in- 
vestment. But we also believe that the 
road derives its rights from us. We 
grant the franchi.se and the law requires 
that it shall give the public ren.sonable 
and proper service. No one of us wish- 
es the Newton Street Railway Co. to 
give us a ten cent ride for five cents. 
We are not trying to get something for 
nothing : but we are willing to pay our 
money if we can have the service. Three 
things are to be considered, first — ought 
the Company to be required to give 
free transfers over all its system, 2nd — 
How freciuently should cars be run' down 
the “Walnut si” line. Prior to Nov. 
1st, there was a 15 minute service by 
way of Upper Falls and Commonwealth 
ave.. Since that time, two cars have 
been taken off leaving one half hour 
service. On Lake st. line before Nov. 
1st there wa.s 2() minute lime from New- 
ton Highlands. Since then two cars 
from Lpper Falls have taken the place 
of the Lake st cars. So Walnut st peo- 
ple have their service reduced one half 
while all our cars are taken off and two 
thru car.s subsiituied therefor. We also 
ought to consider whether we are en- 
titled to thru car service to Boston. Aii- 
bunidale lines aiul other parts of the 
city have practically a thru car service 
Cars whicli start from Nec<lham can be 
run into Boston. We would gain more 
by thru service than by (|uarter hour 
.service. It would he worth more to us 
as vve would save the delay always ex- 
perienced at Lake st.. Now is the time 
to force this issue. If we cannot make 
reaw>n;d)le arrangements with the Com- 
pany. the matter should be taken to the 
Railroad Commission. 

•Mr. W. F, Weli.ster tliought that Mr. 
(»ray's suggestion a very sensible one. 
It does not make so much difference 
wheilier the cars run every 20 minutes 
or cvcr\- half hour if we gel the ser- 
vice. 

A Icter was reatl from Col. E. H, 
Haskell in which it was saicl that the 
“time has come for a vigorous move- 
ment of tliis character and that senli- 
iiieiit fur a 4jecent and regular service 
will fiiul such expression as to compel 
the Newton Street Railway Co, to pro- 
vide it at once.’’ “We slumlil vigorous- 
ly and persistently insist on a through 
car service to Boston.” “We have lieen 
very patient in this matter ainl our pa- 
tience has been abused by tlie Company, 
who .secured their f^allcbi^e with an un- 
<lerslanding that we were to hree 
thn>iigh car .service to Boston and there 
is no rea.son why we .should ncjt have 
tliis service as well as Newton Comer 
or Auburndule. If it cannot be secured 
throuith the (iresent Coinpatiy, I hope 
the .Association wil authorize its offi- 
cers to petition the aldermen to grant 
the Boston K Wlorce.sler Co, a right of 
w;i\' to .Newton Centre '-iritTe over the 
sanw II i-t:- now being u-ed liy the pres- 
ent C'oinir'iiv.” 

Prof. W Z. Ripley offere<l this reso- 
lution which was sul)-e(|Uently adopt 
ed : —

and Samuel W. Wilder be chosen to 
represent the Newton Centre Improve- 
ment .Association and the citizens gen- 
erally of Newton Centre, in the matter 
of seciiritig improved street r.iilway fa- 
cilities for this village. That said com- 
mittee he requested to confer with the 
representatives of the street railway 
company ntid if necessary to appear be- 
fore the railroad commissioners in the 
above matter. 

Mr. D. N. IL Coffin said that he could 
not agree with the sentiment that thru 
service is equivalent for a good 15 min- 
ute service, instead of a half hour ser- 
vice. It is quite practicable to avail our- 
selves of the excellent service Boston 
gives us to Lake st., the important point 
should be, to connect. What wc want 
is something by which we can go to 
Boston and have time enough to get 
■back to Newton Centre the same day. 
j Tills Is impossible under present man- 
agement. Let us not sacrifice a good 
service with transfer at Lake st, for 
a thru service because a IS minute ser^ 
vice is infinitely better than anything 
wc have had in the past. 

Mr. Ludwig Gerhard said that the 
Newton road docs not feel inclined to 
give the Boston Elevated any more of 
their capital in the use of free electric 
cars and Pres. Bancroft says that there 
is no room in the subway. I would like 
to .see those fine brown cars, which run 
down Beacon street, come into Newton 
Centre. The Elevated is earning good 
large dividends and they ought to do 
something for us, for we have been do- 
ing a great deal for them. The com- 
mittee should be instructed to require 
the Elevated and Railroad Commission- 
ers to furnish the Newton company with 
the use of those brown cars on iS min- 
ute .schedule. 

Mr. C. M. Goddard said when you ' 
speak of thru cars to Boston you think 
of going in. It is all right going in, but 
there Is also the coming out. Would the 
majority of people prefer a thru car or 
would they prefer a thru service. It 
docs not do much good to go to the 
railway authorities and tell them you 
want better service. They would like 
to know what you want. We shall gain 
nothing by ridicule or sarcasm. We 
should start afresh on a business propo- 
sition. and if we find they will not deal 
on a business proposition we should go 
to the railroad commissioners. 

Mr. H. J. Kellaway said we have had 
good service in our vicinity for a cfr- 
taiti time, but t\ow wc must wait a half 
hour. There is considerable inconveni- 
ence to our neighborhood in conse.- 
qtience. Newton Centre is considered 
one of the finest residential suburbs of 
Boston and we ought to take care of it. 
Wc have been growing worse instead 
of better. 

Prof. Ripley then moved that it was 
the sense of the meeting that thru car 
service to Boston was preferable to 
prompt service to Lake st. The motion 
was subsequently defeated. 

Mr. Samuel TarpUn said the question 
is what are you to get from this system, 
what do actually the people need, not 
what do they want. The Newton & 
Boston Co. has always tried since they 
began to cheat the people out of their 
rights. They got an extension to Com- 
monwealth avenue on coiulition they 
gave free transfers, Now they say that 
its not constitutional to compel them to 
keep their agreement. 

Mr. W. M. Noble said that when we 
come right down to getting something 
done we shall have to take the problem 
as it is. Learn the company’s condition 
and then ask for the nearest thing to 
what is right and fair. It is not true 
that the railway system of Newton is in 
the hands of robbers or men who are 
endeavoring to get something which 
docs not belong to them. Such men as 
Mr. Powers know that the best way to 
handle the railway situation in Newton 
is to make the railway give people what 
they can. Newton men are intelligent 
and people of common sense. We have 
got to go before the Company with facts 
as they exist not with threats and hot 
■‘.ir. 

.According to figures filed with the 
railroad commissioners the company 
has been losing money. I have looked 
flicin over and in one place find where 
the road has charged itself a greater 
price for power in running its cars than 
iheV had charged to other companies, to 
which it ha<l been selling. 

Mr. W, M. Breed said perhaps wc are 
nf)l prepared to aiuswer the question so 
■^lul'lenlv as it has been put, A postal 
card canvas would give a full expres- 
sion. We should insist however on IS 
minute service with two thru cars an 
hour. 

^Kev. F-. M. Noyes saiil that between 
15 minute service to Lake st half hour 
thru service to Boston, he would take 
•leitlHT U*' nUn said the cars should 
be marked so that strangers would know 
where to go. .Now they are marketl 
•• -nd not "Newton Centre "| 

Prof. W. N. Donovan said he would 
like to liave freiiucnt cars. Cars are 
•low always late. Women and children 
gel chilled waiting at Centre aiul Bea- 
con streets for cars 5 to 25 miimies late 
Fififteen minute service would mean 
regularity. The Company can give us 
15 minute service with thru car.s. 

Col. .A. 1). Fellows said we should 
keep our 15 minute service and get our 
thru cars when we can.

On these figures and adding the Items 
for grading, clocks, etc., architects and 
engineers commissions the total cost will 
reach $103,970.00. considerably exceed- 
ing the limit of $85,000.00 fixed by the 
aldermen. The figures arc now being 
examined with a view to reducing the 
specifications in unimportant details, so 
a.s to bring the cost down. 

While an electric car of the Newton 
street railway system was going at a 
moderate speed easterly on Conimon- 
vv'ealth avenue, near Grant avenue, 
Newton Centre, Monday afternoon, an 
ixle broke and threw the car ofY the 
track. Both trucks left the rails and the 
car stopped within a short distance at 
right angles to the trticks. There were 
about eight persons in the electric. They 
were shtiken up to some extent but were 
not seriously injured. The car was not 
damaged. A gang from the Newton 
Centro car barns soon got the electric

The Social Science Club held its reg- 
ular meeting at the Hunnewell Club on 
December 19. After the routine busi- 
ness Mrs. Vernon B. Swett, one of th? 
club members, presented an able and 
thouglitful paper upon "The Evils of the 
Instalment System of Purchase.” As 
nearly as 1830 in Boston furniture stores 
were selling on a credit basis but their 
methods were generally honorable and 
ilicy were careful in their selection of 
credit cn.'itomers. In recent years the 
system has been extended to almost 
every conceivable article from the fur- 
nishing of the house to the clothing of 
the family and the adorning of them 
with jewelry. A man may go abroad, 
die and be buried upon the instalment 
plan. The extent of tiffs sort of busi- 
ness has grown so that until the atten- 
tion has been directed particularly to it, 
one has no idea of what is actually go- 
iuq on. Mrs. Swett told of the modern 
methods of these concerns, the most fa- 
miliar of whicli is when the customer 
purcliases as if for cash and signs a con- 
tract to pay a certain portion down and 
the remainder in weekly or monthly in- 
stalments. In case tliese goods are per- 
i'-lialffe or easily conccalahlc the pur- 
chaser is required to assign Iffs wages as 
security. '1 ne second method is lliat of 
firms doing an instalment business with- 
out keeping any stock on haml. After 
satisfying certain comliiions the pur- 
cliaser is eiven an order which secures 
him credit up to a certain amount at a 
list of retail casli liouses. By the third 
melhod the purcha.ser buys of a house 
to house pediller. ^

Mrs. Swett went carefully Into details 
givin«’ account of specific cases of 
amounts paid in return for very small ‘ 
sums borrowed, showing the enormous 
profits thht the money lending firms 
have reaped ; among them was a case of 
a man who had borrowed $235. In six 
years he had paid back the principle, and ’ 
besides $341 in interest and fees. The 
ignamnt borrower or purchaser is much 
protected by the recent legislation but it 
is still possible for the dealer to confis- 
cate goods which have not been entirely 
paid for, under the system of adding new 
purchases to an old lease. There was 
an animated discussion at the close in 
which many of the members partici- 
pated.

A DROP OF WATER. 

It Is ■ Hldset World TeenlBS With 

StrasBlIos Life. 

In a single drop of uuflitered water 
may be seeu lu miniature the tragedy 
that goes on peri>etual]y In the world 
at large, for In the little drop there Is 
a whole universe of life, with all Its 
terrible and death dealing competition, 
with all Its mystery and woe. 

It was a French biologist who In- 
vented the method by which tbla ivou- 
derful state of things is demonstrated. 
He called the method the "hanging 
drop slide," and It is beautifully sim- 
ple. A drop of water from the edge of 
an ordinary pond Is placed in a hol- 
lowed out space on n small strip of 
glass and sealed with a bit of thinner 
glass. And uow day after doy and 
night after uigbt the hideous business 
going on In that one drop of perfectly 
clear and aiiparently pure water may 
be watched and studied at the leisure 
of the observer. 

The drop of water Is a world In It- 
self. Multitudes of animals swim 
about lu it with plenty of room. The 
giant worms with tremeudous swish- 
ing tails, of whose approach one is 
made aware by the confusion and pan- 
ic of the smaller creatures scurrying 
out of the way In fear of their lives, 
and countless bacteria Inhabit that 
drop as their permanent and proper 
home and their ranging place. 

Aleohol In Cold Weather. 

A scientist thus explains why It is so 
dangerous to use alcohol In the polar 
regions: A moderate use of alcohol 
causes a deposit of fat. Alcohol is not 
turned Into fuel in the muscle and 
nerve cells, but serves os a pure fuel 
Id the organism and replaces the com- 
bustion of fat. Alcohol is therefore 
dangerous In the extreme cold because 
It assists the throwing off of beat In a 
great degree. The effect Is as If a 
stove In a room should be heated red- 
hot and then all the doors and windows 
thrown open. Heat produced by mus- 
cular work in the body is best obtained 
from carbohydrates In the food; but. 
besides this, the indispensable produc- 
tion of beat is best obtained by fats. 
This explains the instinctive choice of 
the food of men. In the tropics they 
eat little fat ond much fruit, while the 
polar dweller requires immense quanti- 
ties of fat to keep up the bodily com- 
bustion. 

The Papal Tiara. 

According to Brewer, the tiara of the 
pope is a composite emblem. The pri- 
mary meaning is purity and chastity, 
the foundation and lining of the crown 
being of the finest linen. The gold 
band denotes supremacy. The first 
cap of dignity was adopted by Pope 
Damascus 11. In 1048. The cap was 
surmounted with a high coronet in 
1200 by Boniface VIII. Tbe second 
coronet was added in 1330 by Benedict 
Xll. to Indicate tbe prerogatives of 
spiritual and temporal power combined 
la the papacy. The third coronet is in- 
dicative of tbe Trinity, but It is not 
known who first adopted it. Some say 
Urban V., others John XXII., John 
XXllI. or Benedict XII.

The Word 

Very curious has been the history of 
the word “Kaffir."’ Sir Henry Rawlln- 
son once said that tbe loveliest oriental 
lady he had ever seen was a Kaffir 
slave at Kabul. When she bad loosen- 
ed her golden hair she could cover her- 
self completely as with a veil. This 
name of Kaffir Is as worldwide as 
Islamlsm, for it is the name of "un- 
believer" applied by true Mohamree- 
dnns to those that refuse the faith. 
The Portuguese found it applied to the 
negroes of east Africa by their Arab 
predecessors and handed It on to tbe 
Dutch and to tbe English. Tbe Kaffir 
slave at Kabul belonged to one of 
those block clad mountain tribes la 
tbe heart of Afghanistan, who till 1803 
defied their Moslem neighbors and on 
their dizzy precipices gloated on tbetr 
Idolatry.

A Pasallov Trick.

The Egyptian cobra Is not unlike Its 
Asiatic cousin except In the absence of 
the curious spectncle-like mark which 
distinguishes the latter. Although It Is 
tbe most poisonous reptile known to 
Inhabit northern Africa, It Is the fa- 
vorite among the snake charmers. 
These conjurers know’ bow to render 
this serpent rigidly unconscious 
pressing the nape of Its neck with a 
finger. This act appears to throw tbe 
reptile into catalepsy, in which be Is as 
stiff as an iron rod. Traces of some- 
thing similar having been practiced to 
olden times may be found In tbe Bible, 
where Aaron made a serpent of his 
rod or staff.

The only sure way to tell u venomous 
snake is to kill the reptile, opeu its 
mouth with a stick and look for the 
hollow, curved fangs. When not in 
use they are conprcHsed against the 
roof of tbe mouth, beneath the reptile’s 
eyes. They are hinged, as you can see 
If you pull them forward with a pen- 
cil. Tbe venom is contained In a sack 
bhlden beneath the skin at the base of 
each fang.— Field and Stream.

Tlie first ninle celebrity who made 
bis mark as a dressmaker was Rhora- 
berg, the son of a Bavarian peasant 
from the neighborhood of Munich. One 
day In the mouth of May. 1730, a beau- 
tiful equipage wos seeu driving about 
Paris with an escutcheon In the shape 
of a corset and au open pair of scissors 
in the middle painted on the panel of 
each door. That was Rbomberg's coat 
of arms, and It told its own tale. He 
was a genius In bis way and owed his 
success chiefly to his skill in disguis- 
ing slight doformlties and bringing out 
the most attractive charms of bis fair 
customers. He rapidly made a fortune 
and left his heirs an annual income of 
50,000 francs. Under the first empire 
and the restoration Leroy supplied the 
dresses of the ladles of the court and 
the higher nobility from his splendid 
mansion In tbe Rue Richelieu. An ef- 
fusive encomium was written upon 
him by Auger, a member of the acad- 
emy. 


Falmlnat* of Mercorr- 

A peculiarity of fulminate of mer- 
cury Is that It produces a shock to 
which all other substances are sensi- 
tive. and Its supreme value as an ex- 
plosive rests In this fact and in tbe 
known liability of all explosives to be 
detonated by more or less distant ex- 
plosions. There is a current of sympa- 
thetic Influence in these terrible chem- 
ical compositions that Is ns strange as 
It Is dangerous. Wbat is required to 
produce explosion Is the rapid genera- 
tion of great heat along with large 
quantities of oxygen. In guupowder, 
for Instance, the nitrate of potash 
(saltpeter), which Is the chief Ingre- 
dient, Is practically Imprisoned oxygen, 
and when It Is decomposed along with 
charcoal an Immense beat Is developed, 
which causes tbe gases to expand sud- 
denly; hence explosion. 


They Needed the Money. 

A freight steamer once came Into 
Marlopot, n port on tbe sea of Azov, 
wblcb bad among Its cargo 100 pieces 
of machinery uumbered "M." from 1 to 
100. When tbe pieces w'ere unloaded 
It was found that No. 87 was missing, 
but two pieces numbered 88 showed 
that there bud been an error, tbe flnul 
tally being correct. But tbe custom 
officials did not take this view of the 
matter, tbe port being In need of funds, 
so they fined tbe ship 600 rubles for 
being short of cargo as per maulfest— 
namely, No. 87— and 1,000 rubles for 
smuggling, baring two pieces num- 
bered 83 when tbe manifest called for 
but one.— Caroline Lockhart In Llppln- 
cott’a Magazine.

Newton Mass., Dec. 20, 1905. 

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

I wa.s very sorry to notice in the last 
issue of the GR.\rinc a comment upon 
the change of management of the local 
Street Railway Companies which ap- 
peared by inference at least to reflect 
upon Mr. Clafiin, the former President 
of the Street Railway Companies. Mr. 
ChiHin voluntarily resigned as President 
of the various Street Railw'ay Comptin- 
ies operating in Newton. It is expected 
that lie is to assume the presidency of 
the (companies after a brief and much 
needed re.st. For a number of years 
past, he has devoted himself with great 
zeal and energy to the management of 
these Railways and he has had a most 
difficult and perplexing problem to con- 
tend with. 1 can well understand how 
difficult it is for the public to appreciate 
the problem of furnishing service which 
is satisfactory when the revenue is in- 
sufficient for that purpose. Such "irri- 
tation" relative to the service as exists 
in Newton today is largely, if not whol- 
ly. due to the fact, and it is hardly fair 
to insinuate that Air. Claflin’s manage- 
ment is the cause of such irritation as 
may exist. For the past few weeks I 
have been making a very careful study | 
of the Street Railway problem in New*; 
ton and the more I study it. the more 
fully do I appreciate how difficult was 
the situation which Mr. Clafiin had to 
contend with. The only source of rev- 
enue which a Street Railway has comes 
from the traveling public. If that rev- 
enue is sufficient, then good service 
ought to be furnished; if it is insuffi- 
cient, it clearly follows that the ser- 
vice furnished is not likely to be satis- 
factory. Most of the complaints con- 
cerning the service in Newton I assume 
have arisen with reference to the New- 
ton & Boston line. During many years 
past every penny received from fares 
upon these lines has been expended for 
the service furnished tlie public, and 
tens of thousands of dollars have been 
contributed by the stockholders to keep 
the lines in operation. If the revenue 
had been larger, the service would have 
been more satisfactory, without ques- 
tion. It is the purpose of the present 
management to cooperate with the pub- 
lic and to do everything possible to im- 
prove the service. Tn our effort to do 
this, we ask the citizens to be patient 
and reasonable in their demands, as I 
have no doubt they will.

botli of these schools, however, arc for 
boys oniv. But Springfietd has just 
dedicated its Tcchmcnl High School for 
girls as well as boys. 

It is the general experience of wcll-cs- 
tablishcd schools of this kind that onc- 
half of llicir enrollment consists of pu- 
pils who. but for the technical school, 
would not he in high school at all. The 
other half is made up 0). pupils who find 
the training of the technical school bet- 
ter adapted to their individual require- 
ments .and ambitions than is tii.at of the 
purely academic school. 

There arc few boys and few girls, no 
matter what their career is to be, who 
cannot profitably spend some time at the 
high school period, in different fr>rms of 
manu-mcntal training. 

The superiority of a well balanced ac- 
ademic-technical cour.se, over .a purely 
academic course in fitting a boy to make 
his own way in the world immediately 
on leaving the High School, is given em- 
phatic acknowledgment by the commer- 
cial no less than by the industrial world. 
It is the general experience of well-es- 
tablished technical schools that their 
graduate.^ arc activeh' sought, even their 
pupils before graduation; at $8, $10, $12 
a week, and even more, while many grad- 
uates of classical and English schools 
arc seeking positions at $6 a week or 
less. 

I realize that Newton is a city excep- 
tional in many respects. Within its lim- 
its the commercial interests arc slight, 
the manufacturing interests are compar- 
atively not large: it is characteristically 
residential, yet there is one product of 
this residential city which is unsurpassed 
in value by the similar product of any 
other city of equal size. That roduct 
is our bovs and girls. Shall we be con- 
tent to send out Into the world a large 
part of this human product relatively 
raw, or shall we greatly enhance its pres- 
ent and future value by suitable train- 
ing? 

MR. HUTCHINSON. 

Mr. J:imcs P. Monroe, of Lexington, 
is a business man: he is one of the type 
which we rejoice to know is becoming 
more in evidence, one whose success has 
prompted the cheerful acceptance of op- 
portunities for public service. 

He has interested himself in the prac- 
tical application of advanced theories 
and Is entitled to our sincere respect aud 
gratitude. Mr. Monroe will now ml- 
dress us. 

MR, MONROE. 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen ; 
It is I who should be grateful. A little 
more than a week ago. I had the privi- 
lege of addressing a representative body 
of Newton women; tonight I have the 
privilege of dining with a representative 
body of Newton men, and I repudiate 
the idea that Newton under any circum- 
stances should he classed with Chelsea. 

Finding I am to speak between Dr. 
Spaulding and Professor Hanus, and re- 
mcnt.iering that I am a mauufacturcr of 
aper. f think of that kind of paper which 
of course I do not make, which is pre- 
pared hv pulling two elegant, finished, 
admirable jiiece.s of paper on the top and 
bottom and filling in with any old rub- 
bish.

In the 
midst of a Ion**' prayer, full of personal 
references, anoilicr lawvcr slipped into 
the seat heside the first and whispered, 
“I am fcarfnllv late; how far have they 
got along?" 

"Well," sai<l the first lawyer, "l do noj 
exactly know hut from what I hear, I 
think they arc opontnff for the dcfcn.se." 

Let me open for the defense of the 
public scliools by saying that the com- 
mon talk which one hears among aver- 
age men. that the boys and girls of to- 
day are nor being trained mentally and 
in the three R's and the cognate subjects, 
as Avell as (heir fathers .and mothers were 
trained, is all nonsense. In those three 
R’s and those ordinary topics of the pub- 
lic schools, the boy and girl today is away 
ahead of ht.s grandfather and is pretty 
well in advance of even you and me. The 
man who a.sscrts the contrar)! is the same 
man who frequently asks his wife why 
the pics that she makes do not taste like 
I those his mother used to make. 

The trouble is not with what is done 
to the boy in the school, the trouble is 
with what is demanded of the boy after 
he gets out of school. 

It is very analagous to the present con- 
dition of freight congestion out west. 
You know — the shippers perfectly wild 
because they cannot move their products 
appeal to the traffic managers, and then 
, the traffic managers solemnly get togeth- 
er and bravely announce that the trouble 
is not with the shortage of cars, but with 
the over-abundance of the things to be 
, carried. 

Now our schools today are inadequate 
to carry the educational freight which 
society and liuUistry demand, and the 
reason why these schools arc inadequate 
docs not lie with the te.ichcrs who in 
most cases arc doing the very best they 
I can with the means and the support 
which thev have at hand. 

The trouble is certainly not with the 
hoy.s and girls who could not help it, 
that thev were born in these strenuous 
times rather than on some farm one hun- 
dred years ago. 

I The trouble is with you and with me, 
who know, who anoreciate the enormous 
itevelopmem of social and industrial life, 
who appreciate, are forced to appreciate 
the increased clcninnds upon adults, and 
youth, and boys, and girls from every 
. quarter in the nresent day w'ho realize 
I that life totlay is "oing at automobile 
. speed, anil yet who do not give the moral 
an<l the financial support neces.snry to 

* enable the schools to prepare boys ami 
giri.s to meet these new tremendous and 
overwhelming conditions. 

The girl who went into the clothing 
industry a little w'hile atro, ten or fifteen 
years back, neeilcd only to know how to 
sew; today to go into those industries 
she must he able to run a power machine 
' tliat makes four thousand stitches to the 
minute. That is a fair sample of the tre- 
» mciulous cliauqc that has come over t!io 
social and industrial life within the last 
j twenty-five years. 

But yon and I are so conservative arc 
so niggardlv. arc so blind to (he real de- 
mands upon the schools, that we simply 
‘ provide support enough and money 
A enouuh for (he schools to keep on with 
' the old-fashioned curriculum of the three 
R's ami co"uate subjects, and then growl 
_ because the old-fashioned curriculum 
docs not fit boys and girls to meet con- 
ditions of the present day. The three 
R's give an admirable mental training, 
admirable instruction, but they do no( 
give what modern life demands.-^n all 

• round, complete thorough education. 

Since the story was told in oublic by 
a Bisitop. T inn'- be permitted to repeat 
It here. It is of an oh! nerro woman, 


who wandered Into a High Church ser- 
vice, and who was so overpowered by the 
beauty of the music and the ritual, that 
she verv soon began to shout out as she 
was accustomed to do. "O, bress de 
Lord! Bress de Lord!” She was of 
course promptly squelched, but she soon 
became again so overcome that she 
shouted louder. "Bress de Lord I Bre.is 
de Lord 1 " One of the wardens then 
stepped up and said, “Madam, you must 
not make such a noise. Why, what is 
the matter with vou?" 

O, Bress de Lord! Bress the Lord! 
I’sc got religion! 

"Madam, this is no place in which to 
get religion.” 

Now It may be .said of too many a 
school today that this is no place in 
which to get an ctiucation. And the rea- 
son why that can be said of so many 
schools is not because of any lack on the 
part of the teachers : it is because modern 
life tlcmands so much that was not de- 
manded of the school of less than a gen- 
eration ago. Let us sec some of the 
things that modern life demands besides 
the three R’.s. and those tools of com- 
munication which of coury: every boy 
and »»irl must have. 

Modem life demands health, vigor, 
gumption, alertness, adaptability, readi- 
ness to catch on, power to use one’s 
hands, and to handle tools, willingness 
to work : above all it demands honesty 
nn<l ability to do something and to do 
that something well. It needs of course 
also models, m.imicrs and a lot of other 
things but that is another story. As a 
manufacturer and as one havincr some 
acquaintance with matters of education, 

I am here simply to speak upon the busi- 
ness side of education. For this ques- 
tion of educating the coming gencr.ition, 
(ami by educating of course I do not 
mean simply sending to school) this 
question of educating the growing boys 
and "iris is after all primarily a purely 
bitsinc.ss question. 

With a value of businc.ss in this com- 
monwealth one htin<Ircd times what it is, 
had wc billions where we now have mil- 
lions invested in machinery, the product 
of those businesses and of those factor- 
ies and mills would l)c even then insig- 
nificant ns compared with the human 
product which wc arc every day. turning 
out in those factories that wc call 
schools. If wc are manufactures wc sec 
to it that our machinery is kept up to 
<late, in repair, in condition to do the 
very best work under the most favorable 
coditions. 

If wc are business men wc take pains 
to surround ottrsclvc.s with men who 
can be trusted, with men of ability, with 
men who know the business with which 
they arc connected thoroughly and right 
through from top to l>ottom. But as cit- 
izens we seem to overlook the fact that 
he human macliinery which is everything 
needs to he modernized in order to be 
made available for modern uses, that 
this human machinery need.s to be kept 
straight ami clean and efficient, that this 
hutnan machincrv needs to be adapted 
in the very best possible way to be as it 
i.s the power, indeed, the sole motive 
power of modern civilization. 

Wc .‘Smericans pav out vast sums, but 
it would he good business to pay out 
everywhere quadruple what wc do. 

Wc pay out vast sums for the support 
of our schools aud then seem to be rather 
indifferent what becomes of the money. 

Spending vast taxes npon the support 
of education we seem to think that the 
conduct of that education will be some- 
how carricil on by the direction of Di- 
vine Providence. Making this upon ed- 
ucation one of the largest charges upon , 
the public exchequer, we seem to be in- 
different as to the kind of product .and 
tlie value of the product that this enor- 
mously expensive machinery turns out. 
Because of this lack of interest in our 
schools, because of this indifference a.s 
to the effectiveness of the schools in pre- 
paring hoys and girls for (he modern 
life, the waste of human life, the waste 
of industrial . efficiency, the waste in 
every sort of direction, could it he trans- 
lated into figures of money, would rep- 
resent sums that, as (he phrase i.s, would 
stagger humanity. 

The trouble is that most of us treat 
this matter of ta.xation for the .schools 
as a sort of charity to lie doled out to 
children rather than as being the most 
vital, the most important, the most ser- 
ious outlay auAl expenditure that Uiiy 
one of us can possibly make. Children 
do not ask education as a charity, chil- 
dren demand it, and socictv demands it. 
as a fundamental need, like food and 
clothing, and it is our business to see 
that they have the best food, clothing 
and shelter. 

I hope none of you coinc from Skow- , 
began, hut they tell of a young candidate 
that went up there to preach. He ar- 
rived on Saturday and was taken all 
n1)out the town by one of (he good dea- 
cons in order to see the iKMiities of that 
region. .Ml that impressed him, however, 
was the thinness and barreness of the 
fields, the paucity of the crops, and the 
general brownness and bleakness of 
everything, so much .so that in his long 
prayer the next day, he besought the .Al- 
mighty to .send down rain, copious 
rains, upon this. His stricken vineyard. 
After the service the old de.acon pulled 
him one side, and said, "Young man, 
vou meant well by that petition for rain 
in that jirayer of your’n. but w'hat 
Skowhegan needs aint rain, it's man- 
ure.” 

Our schools need fertilization. They 
need the fertilizers of modern ideas to 
fit them for the purposes of modern life. 
1'hej^ need this not only because schools 
are infinitely cheaper than jails, houses 
of correction, almshouses, and hospitals, 
to which those boys and girls will go if 
(hey arc not rightly, properly educated 
to be fitted into modern life. But they 
need it in order that the community nmy 
have (he motive power of well educated 
tinys and girls, in order that we may 
have (he millions and millions of dollars 
that are now wasted by not training 
(hose Ixiys and girls to go properly into 
and to meet the demands of industrial 
life. 

Now what are .some of ibesc modern 
ideas with which the schools need to be 
fcrtilizeil? And I may say that this kind 
of fertilizing requires a vast ileal of 
money, hut it is money (hat comes back 
evenlually four-fold into the coffers of 
the Slate. What arc some modern ideas? 
There arc lots of them as Dr. Spauld- 
ing has said that Congress a week or 
two ago spent three days trying to get 
at some of them and then only touched 
the surface. Tonight let us simply em- 
phasize those that luave to do with man- 
ual and industrial training. They ought, 
the schools .ahsolntely must give ample 
opportunity for manual and industrial 
trniniiig and for at least three reasons. 
First, because nowadays boys and girs 
can get that kind of (raining nowhere 
else. Secondly, because it is the hustness 


of the school to make citizens ami you 
cannot make a decent citizen unless you 
have made a man who is capable of 
earning a decent living. Tlicy need to, 
thirdly, because the umlerlymg funda- 
mental purpose of the school is to de- 
velop men ami to develop women, and 
you cannot develop men and women by 
educating them only on one side. Boys 
and girls used to get this manual and in- 
dustrial training on the farm and in the 
household, used to get a good deal more 
of it than they liked, but they cannot get 
it in any town or city house today. The 
father and mother, by racking their 
brains, cannot find anything for them to 
do, and they cannot even get it on the 
farms are weeded by Italian women at 
fifty cents a day. and even the cows arc 
now milkcil hy machinery. But it is ab- 
solutely essential to boys and girl.s that 
they should have this training of the 
hand, that they should know how to 
work and how to work with a purpose; 
that they shoulit have this correlation 
l)c(wccn the hand and the head, which 
is absolutely essential to their develop- 
ment into proper men and women. 
Therefore, the schools must supply this 
need, and if they do not supply it. then 
they .send out from their schoolrooms 
Imys and giris who arc practically atro- 
phic'd upon one side of their beings. 

In the old liays industries were simple; 
boys and girls were taught the house- 
hold industries and many of the sim- 
pler industries that arc now carried on 
in factories, and if they went 'into fac- 
tories in those days there was time 
enough for the master to teach the ap- 
prentice that trade through and through. 
Girls even in those days, those benight- 
ed days, were taught how to keep house 
instead of waiting, ns they do now. un- 
til after they get married, then lot them- 
selves be occasionally instructed by a 
lady from Ireland. 

But the apprentice system, as Dr. 
Spaulding has said, is practically dcail, 
or at least, modified, and yet wc have 
got to fix it some way so that boys com- 
ing out of schools shall not drift around 
picking up the first job that comes to 
hand, a job that probably is not at all 
fitted to them, a job that gives them op- 
portunity to loaf and learn all kinds of 
things in tho.se adolescent years when 
they are most impressionable, a job that 
at the end of two or three years leaves 
them just where it found them, and giv- 
|c.s them no opportunity of learning any 
proper trade or industry. But most of all 
wc need manual an<l industrial training, 
as I have already said, in order that we 
may really educate the boy. and really 
educate the girl for what modern life 
means, by education. I have said that 
modern life demands these things, 
health, vigor, gumption, alertness, adap- 
tability, readiness to catch on. power to 
iLsc the hands and to handle tools, wil- 
lingness to work : above all honesty ami 
ability to <lo something and to do that 
sometliing well. Now manual and indus- 
trial training meets all those condition.s. 
Working at the bench promotes health 
and gumption and activity and ingenuity 
in all those things ; woricing with the 
hand.s gives respect for labor and makes 
a l>oy aivv.iys willing to work with his 
hands, willing to lake tip and to carry to 
its completion anything that may come 
to those hands. The hoy being thrown 
upon his own responsibility in this man- 
ual and industrial work learns to be self- 
rolinnt. to be self-respecting, to be a 
man. and that is what every boy Is .try- 
ing all the time to l>c,— a man. And be- 
cause we do not give him opportunity 
he goes out an<l takes up smoking and 
driiikiiig and swearing anti iliinks he 
makes himself a man that way. Best of 
all maiutal and Intlustrial training makes 
a lioy hone.st. Do you realize that a good 
part of the school life of a boy Is .spent 
in trying to get out of his lessons, to 
make his teacher think he has learned 
it when he has not. to get througli a ex- 
amination that he knows he cannot pass 
by some way just a little tliis side of 
actual dishonesty? But if that boy makes 
something with his hands he cannot he 
dishonest, he cannot say lie has made it 
unless he has the thing to show. If tlic 
teacher finds cmcks all covered up wiih 
putty and hail work all slohhcreil over 
with varnish, the work is there and it 
shows just what the boy has done and 
can do, and it makes that boy pit him- 
self .against himself, nit himself in that 
good \v.ay aiMinst other boys aiul makes 
him absolutely honest, because his work 
is there to show whether he has or has 
not been honest. 

As the public come to recognize (Itesc 
things they will not reluctantly consent, 
thev will demand that these things be 
put into our schools from the kinilcrgar- 
ten right up through the college, and 
they will proviile the money to do it. for 
they will .sec it is good business. We 
think wc proviile that money, but wc 
want to go slow in those things as iu all 
other school reforms. So let us begin as 
wc are beginning with the so called 
manual training school, where you have 
a big class of boys and girls, where re- 
sults can show and convince the public, 
and where if you can, gel teachers who 
really understand how to teach that 
type of youth. But eventually, in my 
opinion, wc shall carry it right from the 
high school ilown (u the kiiuicrgarten. 
In putting this manual training into sec- 
ondary schools, let us reniemher that it 
is put in for education not for industry ; 
but also let us remember that the boy is 
not educated by making something un- 
less he makes .something that is worth 
making. So do not let us commit the 
mistake that used to be made, simply 
letting the boy work on pis'ces of wiXAil 
and iron that have aftcrwanls to be 
thrown away, because they arc of no 
use. .And do not let us emphasize indus- 
try, do not let us make the boy think 
that he is simpiv doing it to get a liv- 
ing. let us throw this into high school 
as an integral p*r( of higli school, make 
every l»oy and girl lake it just as much 
as he takes the French and mathematics, 
:in<i then by some system of election, let 
(hose Ixtys who arc especially fitted in 
ih.at direction, let them s|)ecialize along 
those lines. But never, never let us make 
(he mist.ike of putting this in such a 
way that there shall he any distinction 
between the Ixiv who works with his 
hands and the Imy who thinks he is a 
little better Iwcausc he only works with 
ills head. That is the rock that vve imist 
liH>k out that we do not go to shipwreck 
on. Insist in all tins work that it sliall 
Iw honest and that it shall he useful, 
work that counts for something in the 
coninmniiy. i.et the bov make (lie things 
that he can see are of use to him. and 
let the bovs work together, let them 
Imild thiims together, build engines and 
all that sort of thing, so that they can 
sec that if one boy shirk.s or is awk- 
ward he spoils tlie whole job. There is 
no better training for citizenship than 
that would Ih*. for then the bvws will see 
that shirking of one man means the

shipwreck of the whole. Identify this 
manual training with all the other work 
of the scliool ; make mathematics and 
drawing fit on to your manual work, 
make geography and history, show how 
they connect themselves with industry 
and liow industry ami not kings and 
queens liavc made history, het the boy 
see that he ought to write, he ought to 
spell, he ought 10 read, he ought to 
write compositions with just the same 
neatness and accuracy and fitiish with 
which he makes his table and his ham- 
mer and all the other things that he 
makes in the manual training depart- 
ment. 

Two little colored girls coming away 
from a Christmas Tree were overheard 
in conversation. Said the first, “Don’t 
you wish that Jesus had more birth- 
days ?” 

‘’Yes." said the other little girl, “or 
that God had had more chihlrcn.” 

Every child born is a child of God 
naturally and it is our fault, our stupid- 
ity. our hcedlessncss that we let them, 
so many of them, he kidnapped by the 
devil. Rut if we put in ibis manual and 
industrial training it will act in thou- 
sands of eases like the old holy water 
to keep the devil away. And we will 
prc.servc. in addition to doing all these 
other things, we will presen’c thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of boys and 
girls to be forever cliildrcn of Ciod. 

MR. HUTCHINSON. 

Our closing speaker is our guest from 
Harvard, a widely known expert in the 
art of teaching. He has been honored 
by an appointment to the Massachusetts 
Commission to consider the needs of 
Industrial Training, and is now its 
Chairman. He has made a careful study 
of the subject at home and abroad. We 
arc certainly favored by his presence 
and will be greatly iulerestcd in his ad- 
dress. Professor Pa\il H. Hanus, of 
Cambridge. 

PROFESSOR HANUS. 

Mr. Chairman, Ladic.s and Gentle- 
men : I am reminded at this hour of a 
man who strayed into a strange church 
where the sermon liad been going on 
for sometime, and he said to his neigh- 
bor after he had taken his seat. “How 
long has he been preaching?*' The man 
replied, “About thirty years.” “O,” said 
the man, “he cannot last much longer.” 
That is exactly my situation, although 
I have not been preaching quite thirty 
years. 

I have naturally been very much in- 
terested in the <iucstion which is before 
you. and in the manv problems of gen- 
eral education which liavc been suggest- 
ed by the speakers who have nreceded 
me. I am tempted to begin in the large 
and come to the special question which 
is before us afterwards, but for all that 
I should need a ci>nsiderablc portion of 
the time whicli i.s still left me. Before 
T have been preacliing thirty years I 
cannot do all that. T can not forbear t* 
consider one or two general questions 
before I come to deal specifically with 
the question of manual training and in- 
dustrial training. 

The general purpose of education and 
the general purpose of the school as the 
institution set apart bv society for the 
consumation of education, is of cours' 
a fundamental question. What is the 
aim of education, and hence what is the 
aim of the school? It has often been 
said that education preparation for com- 
plete living. So it is. But what is prep- 
aration? .And what is complete living? 
Preparation we have come to see is 
participation in life, preparation for life 
is participation in life. .And no other 
preparation is worth considering, and 
complete living means to be as useful 
as possible and to lie happy. .A.s a man’s 
happiness dcpcmls to a considerable ex- 
tent on his usefulness, his preparation 
for complete living mu.st comprise prep- 
aration for usefulness and preparation 
for the enjoyment of his leisure. Well 
now. that means that the school is to 
be not a place in which children are 
prepared for a life in the remote future, 
but is to be a part of the life of today, 
is to be that part of the child’.s life 
which makes all the rest of it more 
significant and valuable. The school 
must therefore see to it that it utilizes 
the rc-sources of life, that it makes these 
resources available tor educational pur- 
poses, because it is only in that way that 
the school can enable the child to parti- 
cipate in life and so prepare him for 
the life which he is to live by and by,— 
the adult life. 

It is a temptation to specify a little 
more in detail wli.-ii these resources are 
hut 1 shall be very brief in such a spe- 
cification. because I want to come to 
the question of industrial education as 
soon as possible. Various resources of onr 
civilization are in our history, in our 
literature, in onr language.s, in our 
science, in onr .applied science, our 
means of comnumicaiion, transporta- 
tion, sanitation, and the rest,, in our in- 
structive aclivitie-. in our industries, 
in our commerce, in our phy.sical health 
and vigor, whicli has been pointed out, 
tliesc are our re-ources of our civiliza- 
tion. To conimancl tliesc in part, that is, 
to see. to have an interest in them, to 
understand them, to pos.se.ss some con- 
trol over them, is to possess an educa- 
tion. is to be prepared to partici|)Ule in 
the life dr today. No small part, a.s has 
been pointed out repeatedly, no small 
part ot the resources of our civilization, 
are the outgrosvlhs of our instructive 
interests, our in.-tmetive power. A child 
playing with mud pies, or a man build- 
ing a Corlias Engine, or a bridge, is act- 
ing in response to constructive interest 
and with constructive power, the con- 
.‘‘tructive interest and power having de- 
veloped the bcience^ anc| the mechani- 
cal i>rr>cesses and the power to produce 
the materials out of which those things 
arc made. So it !>. pretty clear that to 
get hold of the civilization in which we 
live, to understand it a youth ought to 
know something about these construc- 
■ live activities, ought to know what part 
they play in the civilization of today, 
ought to have u first-hand not a second 
hand interest in them, ought to have a 
first-hand interest in them :m<l some 
command over them. But all this is what 
we call general education, that is to say, 
education without reference to partic- 
ular vocation. The e<lucation which we 
have been talking about this evening 
thus fur almost wholly, though indus- 
trial education has been often men- 
tioned. the education is general educa- 
tion, that is the education which fits a 
man to take his place in the world, to 
become a part of ii. to carry his respon- 
sibilities. to enioy its refineil pleasures, 
to participate in the life of the world. 
That is what general education is for, 
It has been said, and said justly, that 
we wish to train our children not only 
to he wl«e and good, we want to train 
them to be wise to some purpose, to bn 
good for sonielhing- T reniemlnT a pu- 


pil who gniduatctl from school, a high 
school not very long ago who said to 
the •'rincipal of the school after grad- 
uation, "Now you have cdticaled me, 
what can I do? What am 1 good for?” 

And the Principal .said, “You sec, 1 
am like the pilot of a great ocean steam- 
er, I have carried you past the shoals 
and by the rocks and through the chan- 
nels of your voiith; I have seen Utat 
you have on board appropriate freight 
ami now you are out in the ocean where 
you must steer yourself.” 

The hoy .«aid. "Yes. so I am, but it 
seems to me that you have led me out 
itito the fog where 1 cannot do anything 
but blow my whistle.” 

Ill other words, the general education 
is not enough. We ought to develop in 
our children a vocational purpose. 

A.s .soon as the boy or girl is old 
enough to nuderstand that every human 
being must carry important responsibil- 
ities in this life, and that is about the 
time he is fourteen or fifteen years of 
age, or about when he leaves grammar 
school, wheteher he enter high school or 
not. the vocational purpose of what he 
does tiicrcaRer should be the important 
clement of his education; otherwise he 
grows up without sense of responsibility 
and iillimalcly may with the sense of 
the helplessness be like, the boy who 
could do nothing hut blow his whistle 
in the fog. I am afraid that in this rc- 
.spcct the teachers have been more or 
less at fault. I am not inclined to blame 
the teachers for whrft they are not re- 
sponsible any more than my colleague.s 
this evening, but 1 am quite sure tn this 
re.«pect the tcnclicrs have not carried the 
re.sponsibility which they ought to carry. 

1 think tiicy have been instrumental 
in turning boys away from occupations 
which they ought to enter, and they have 
not been instrumental as they ought to 
be in developing the sense of a vocation- 
al purpose to which I referred, the idea 
that I am to have a vocation by and by 
tlirough w’hich “1 am to earn my living, 
or if I do not need to earn it, to de- 
serve it. as the case may be.” 

I say, 1 am afraid teachers have not 
done their duty in this respect as they 
ought. There has been too much talk 
in education about culture, and there 
lias been too much implication of a cer- 
tain disparagment which attaches to the 
utilitarian, and hence the vocational in 
education. 

Now, by the way, what Is culture? 
Just, — well, culture,— it Is culture. We 
u.se that word every day. Wc are en- 
tirely familiar with it. but what is it? 
Does it mean the capacity to participate 
in the refined pleasures of life? If so, 
is that an adequate ideal of education? 
It ought to be one of tbe aims of edu- 
cation. but is that an adequate aim In 
education? If so, it is a selfish aim. if 
that were all. Now 1 think if that is our 
notion of culture we ought to revise it 
so as to make it something like this, — 
culture means capacity to appreciate and 
to deal cfTcctivcly with, to deal effective- 
ly with the re.sotirces and the problems 
of our civilization. Where those re- 
sources and problems lie I have already 
pointed out. except that I did not lay 
stress on the fact that they also He in 
our government as well as in the re- 
sources of which I pointed a little while 
ago. 

That is not enough, that is still only 
generil c<lucation. We want to equip 
our boys and girls so far as we can in 
accordance with the stage of develop- 
ment they have attained and the time 
they arc able to spend in scliool. Wc 
want to equip them with that kind of 
culture, that kind of culture which I 
have just defined, that definition of cul- 
ture which means the capacity to be use- 
ful in a general way. and to he happy. 
It means so far as their capacity, so far 
as their developed capacity goes, so far 
as opportunities permit, to appreciate 
and to deal with the resources and the 
problems of the life today as we find it. 
Hut that is not enough. It is necessary 
to have a specific vocational capacity, to 
be able to do some one thing well, and 
that is where industrial education comes 
in. 

The education of the manual training 
high school, as Mr. Monroe has well 
said, is not education for a trade. That 
is not its purpose, and it cannot issue in 
such re.sult. 

Indeed the history of manual training 
high school sliows that only an insignifi- 
cant minority of the hoys who graduate 
from manual training high school enter 
mechanical industries. They, neverthe- 
le>-. had very valuable training, a train- 
ing which most of them wouUl not have 
had if thev ha<I not been able to get it 
in a manual training high school, be- 
cause it was manual training that at- 
tracte<l them and kept them in scliool 
until their greater maturity enabled them 
to appreciate the other work as well a.s 
manual training which the scliool af- 
forded. So it has come about that in 
the manual training scltools.of the West, 
in Imlianapolis, Kansas City, and in 
other places of the West, manual train- 
ing high scliool offer.s instruction in all 
>tu(lics from manual training to Greek, 
recognizing that whereas some hoys can 
he educated by means of Greek and not 
l)y manual training, there will be boys 
who can be educatetl by mamial train- 
ing and tioi by Greek; that is, there are 
some lioys whose minds will not work 
except with concrete data at a given 
stage of their development. 

If you say to some boys, "I want you 
to find the area of this box, which is so 
long and so high and so wide.” the hoys 
will have considerable diflicully aiul no 
interest. Why should they be interest- 
e<l? Rut. if you .say, "Merc is a piece of 
Uimher. I want you to make a box so 
long, so wide and .so high, usitig a.s lit- 
tle lumher as possible,” the hoy responds 
t<» that sort of problem: he works with 
the <lata when they involve manipula- 
tinji of concrete material atul he solves 
the problem connected with it. 

.\Iy point here is that manual training 
and manual training high school arc af- 
ter all only instruments for genera! edu- 
cation. but exceedingly valuable instru- 
ments incidentally, besides educating the 
hoy through appeal through his con- 
slructji^ abilities. They do stimulate 
iiitiTe.st in all instructive activities gen- 
erally and in umlerstanding them and 
apnrecialion. 

Thev therefore tend to induce com- 
tnon interest between the classes that 
work with their heads and the classes 
which works with their han<ls. Those 
are general results, of great value re- 
sults that they would have no other wav 
•iml we need it generally in the school 
systems in which thev are not yet at- 
tainable because means are lacking. Rut 
now after all that has been said, we still 
need snecific vocalion;d traiiiimr. .A hov 
who goes thronsh high school and 
•hrouglt college still need«. if he goes 
Mitfj :» nrnfession :» voeatioiu'l training 
for a |>rofessir)n. The hov who caniio* 


go to college, but he could take voca- 
tional (raining instead of the time that 
he was in college, may go to a corre- 
spoiKling professional school, but we 
liavc not yet provided vocational train- 
ing for the boy who cannot go as far as 
that. Wc have somehow believed that 
it was worth while to spend public 
money to train doctors and lawyers and 
phannacist.s, and engineers, and dentists, 
but it was not worth while no desirable 
to spend public money to train not mcro 
ly the captains of industry, but the rank 
and file, the corporals, the sargeants, 
aiul privates. W'c have only just found 
out that yon cannot get industrial suc- 
ccs.s that way, that yon must have effi- 
cient industrial workers in the indus- 
tries if you want to turn out superior 
products, you have got to have the 
workcr.s who will do the work that the 
captains of industry plan. And so wc 
arc coming to sec that wc must have a 
vocational education parallel to our gen- 
eral education after the boys get as far 
as the end of the grammar school per- 
iod. Wc cannot dispense with that es- 
sential ininimum general education 
which boys ought to have about the time 
they arc fourteen or fifteen, beyond that 
it is doubtful w'hat they shall <lo. 

The great majority never jjet to the 
high school an insignificant minority get 
to the college the coutitry over. This 
city is peculiarly fortunate In having 
such a large proportion of its boys in the 
high school, but even here, you have 
three hundred boys and girls who can- 
not go to the high school, who must go 
into some juvenile occupation, a juvenile 
occupation in which they learn almost 
nothing, In which education is not con- 
tinued. so that when they are eighteen 
and nineteen years of age they are eco- 
nomically worth little more than they 
were w-hen they were only fourteen or 
fifteen, and they go to swell the ranks of 
unskilled, meamvKilc we need skilled 
workers. 

My point is that in addition to our 
niatiiial training, which we need very 
much, in addition to our manual train- 
ing. wo need various kinds of vocational 
nxl the amount of that vocational train- 
ing needed in Massachusetts is very 
large. 

'Thi.s is what happens to the boy who 
goc.s out of the grammar .school and who 
goes to school no more, generally this 
happens to him in the large this is what 
happens, he forgets most of ivhat he has 
learned in the grammar school, he for- 
Tcts it so completely that by the time he 
is twenty years old he is very much more 
ignorant than he was when he left 
grammar school, and that is wrong, it 
i.s had economy. It is bad for the in- 
ilividual; it is bad for society. We 
ought to take .steps to correct it, and we 
are taking such steps. 

Let tnc tell you how a nation, which 
I have not lieard mentioned tonight, let 
me tell you how Germany provides ap- 
propriate industrial education for the 
boys after they leave the grammar 
school. 

It may he of .some interest to you to 
know a hlarvard professor is some- 
times received abroad in a foreign 
school. I like to tell this to some of my 
colleagues when they put on. if they' ever 
do, what is called airs. f remember 
visiting a school In Leipzig, and I had 
written on my card “Hiirvard Univer- 
sity" for the sake of identification, and 
the Principal of the school took it and 
looke<l at it. and he said. “Han'ard 
University. Harvard Univcr.sity. — where 
is that institution?” I, of course, began 
to explain where it was and what it wa.s 
and took an encyclopedia and turned 
the leavQs over and began to read what 
f was telling him and .said, “O. I licg 
your pardon. I had it confused with Bos- 
ton University.” I .said, “Boston Uni- 
yei^ity is a very worthy institution, but 
it is comparatively young and it is an 
institution for both sexes, while Har- 
vard is only for men.” “You must ex- 
cuse me. 1 confused the two.” This 
gentlciiK'ii, however, was. very kind to 
me and some months later when I came 
again to his office. I sahl, “You rc- 
inemher me. I am sure, but I am so and 
so.” “Rut I know you verv well and 
you are from Harvard University, and 
I know where _it is.” So we had settled 
that at any rate. 

But what I want to tell you is (J have 
not time to tell yon other stories) how 
Cerniany provides specific vocational 
training for the privates and the subal- 
terns of the indufitrinl army. 

In Geniiany every l>oy who graduates 
from what corre.sponds to our grammar 
school is ohiged to attend what is called 
Continuation Schools, that is. for several 
years longer he must attend. Sundays 
or week day.s; a school for a certain 
number of hours a week. In the city of 
Munidi. where I happened to l>c, thc.se 
continuation .schools have been tratrs- 
fornuMl into industrial or Technical 
Continuation Schools. There are schools 
for coachmen. Hotel and restaurant 
waiters, painters, paperhangers, ^ok- 
biiidcrs, potters, • and stove setters, 
watchmakers, clockmakers, jewelers, 
goldsmiths, and silversmiths, butchers, 
bakers, .shocniaker.s, chimney-sweeps, 
barbers, woodturners, glaziers, garden- 
ers, confectioners, wagonmakers, and 
hlacksiiiitlis, tailors, photographers, in- 
terior decorators, foundrymen, pewter- 
ers, coppersmiths, tinsmiths, plumbers, 
stucco workers, marble cutters, wood 
carvers, satidlers. leather workers, print- 
ers typesetters, litographers, and so on 
through the industries which a city like 
that maiiitnins. 

Forty different kinds of fmlustrial 
Continuatioii Schools, and the boys who 
are learning those trades must atieiul 
cither those Technical Continuation 
Schools or one of the old line continu- 
ation schools, of which several .still ex- 
ist, for the miniher of years during 
which their apprenticeship lasts. Each 
school is in charge of sub-committee re- 
sponsible to the general school authori- 
iie.s so that the school must be kept 
abreast of the trade, so that it may be 
kept in close touch with it, and so the 
influence of the school coii.slantly feels 
the influence of the changing condition 
of the world outside. 

The teachers arc teachers from the 
trades, that is the teachers who teach 
the trade processes, for there is more in- 
struction m those .schools than materials 
and the processes of the trade, there is 
instruction for example in what is called 
studies in life and citizenship. 

The pupils are taught the history of 
their cruft, aiul they are led to see the 
particular place that that trade has play- 
ed in the development of the slate. 

They are also taught the mothe^ 
tongue, the molher-Foiigue of the shop, 
that is bu-siness correspondence, and 
business contracts, but tbe instruction in 
the mother-tongue is not limited to that 
sort of thing, their knowledge of the 
literature of the mother-tongue is ex- 
tended and deepened. 


They are taught mathematics and the 
problems are problems that came out of 
the shop data; and drawing, that be- 
longs to the trade is there taught, and 
chemistrv, and physics in the hotel 
trades, that is taught in those Continu- 
ation Schools, taught in the concrete, 
closely correlated way in which it ought 
to be taught. 

These .schools arc not evening schoolsi 
bccau.se they have discovered by a lot 
of experience that after boys or young 
people have worked hard all day they 
arc not fit subjects for instruction in the 
evening; consequently the schools are 
mainly not evening schools, and by law 
all employers are required to give the 
employes time to attend them, from six 
to twelve hours a week. 

Those schools are a tremendous iii- 
fittcncc in the communities where thef 
arc found. 

They solve the problem of how to 
keep under appropriate educational in- 
fluence during their period of adoles- 
cence that great body of youth who arc 
obliged to leave school when only thir- 
teen or fourteen years old. 

There is ii\ them complete utilization 
of educational opportunity by the pu- 
pils. There is no economic or educa- 
tional waste. 

Attendance being compulsory, punct- 
uality and regularity of attendance arc 
assured. 

The prof^rara of studies for each kind 
of apprentice school is strictly limited 
in scope to an essential minimum of 
subject-matter, general and technical, 
and the nature of this subject-matter is 
well adapted to the end in view, name- 
ly, the extension of the youth’s educa- 
tion as an individual and as a citizen, 
and the foundation of progressive in- 
terest and technical skill in his chosen 
calling. 

All the teachers, except the shopwork 
or technical teachers, being trained 
teachers (elementary-school teachers) 
the methods are generally excellent, and 
the results correspondingly good. This 
is, of course, another reason why there 
is so little economic and educational 
waste. Every hour of instruction 
count.s. 

Only youth already in service are 
members of these schools. 

Since representatives of the several 
trades and businesses are on the govern- 
ing boards of the several schools, the 
technical work should be, and probably 
is, determined by the actual contempor- 
ary needs of the several vocations rep- 
resented by the schools. 

The schools embody a well-defined 
policy that underlies all forms of activ- 
ity in Germany, namely, that every ef- 
ficient worker, whether in trade, busi- 
ness, or profession, requires general ed- 
ucation and, also, technical preparation 
for the particular work he is to do. 

Now I take it that some such scheme 
as that, some such plan as that must be 
worked out for us. Our need is the 
same. 

VVe must, therefore, find some way 
of utilizing such a scheme as that in this 
country. We cannot transfer it direct- 
ly; the conditions are different. They 
arc so different that it would be impos- 
sible to transfer such schools directly 
to this country. Ji^t how the problem 
of adop'^on or invention of appropriate 
schools is to be solved none can say at 
this moment, but it is a matter for con- 
gratulation that Massachusetts is once 
more in the van in this matter. 

Massachusetts is the first state that 
has taken steps to sec what can be done 
about developing real industrial educa- 
tion for the workers, and for the next 
grade, as well as for the higher grade,— 
l^Iassnchusctts is the first state in the 
country to do it and in so doing it is 
only returning to a policy which 'Xlassa- 
chusetts adopted at the very beginning. 

If you read the law of 1647, which is 
one of the two laws on which the pub- 
lic school system is based today, you will 
find the Selectmen were “required to 
SM to it that the masters and purent.s 
give children such training' ns is profi- 
table to the CommbnweaUh in learning 
and labor.” We are. therefore, only re- 
turning to the policy out-lined by Mas- 
sachusetts many years ago, when Mas- 
sachusetts decided that every child 
should be trained in learning and labor, 
and thus fitted to take his real place in 
the Commonwealth, in the State.
